THE DEMAND FOR ACID PROTEC- 
TION. 

As stated in last week's issue of the 
REPORTER, a movement is under way 
for the presentation of a petition to 
Congress asking for a sufficient duty 
on acids to protect the manufacturers 
against the importation of sulphuric 
acid from England and Canada, espe- 
cially from the latter place. Since then 
several manufacturers have expressed 
their opinions for publication in the 
REPORTER, and as will be seen by re- 
ference to the interviews, there isa 
lack of information upon the subject 
which may prevent the successful is- 
sue of the plans. Some of the firms 
have no direct knowledge that foreign 
acids are coming into this market, and 
“‘difficul- 
ties and cost of transportation are suf- 
ficient to prevent importation without 
The absurd 
competition among domestic makers is 
charged with making the American 
market the cheapest in the world, and 
such being the case there is little en- 
couragement for manufacturers abroad 
to send their surplus supplies here. 
And as there is no probability of con- 
certed action to improve values, the 
market has every prospectof remain- 
ing on the present basis at the expense 
of acid makers, some of whom ae- 
knowledge that business is being con- 
ducted without profit. 

It is hardly necessary to state that 
the Manufacturing Chemists’ Associa- 
tion has a special committee on tariff, 
and if it is necessary to take action on 
the matter in question, that is the pro- 
per source through which to reach 
Congress. The committee has the sug- 
gestion under consideration, and it 
would appear as a reflection on the 
chazacter of that body for any inde- 
pendent action to be taken before the 
subject is dismissed by it. Surprise is 
manifested in some quarters that an 
outside movement should be started 
before the committee is heard from, but 
the reasonable supposition is that it 
originated with parties who have no 
connection with the association and 
whofeel that they are not obliged to 
await itsaction. At allevents the agi- 
tation is progressing with more or less 
success, and the signers of the paper 
in circulation expect to hold a meeting 
for the appointment of a committee to 
visit Washington on the proposed mis- 
sion.

CONCERNING QUININE. 

In our news columns this week will 
be found a highly interesting report of 
aninterview with a gentleman who is 
supposed from his position, to haye a 
closer knowledge of the inside facts 
of the quinine situation than anyone 
in this country or, possibly in Europe. 
The statements he makes, if fully veri- 
fled, should cause a radical change in 
the generally accepted opinions as to the 
future of quinine, by removing doubts 
régarding the possibility of a decided 
reaction in market price of the alkaloid 
under any circumstances short of a 


limiting production and regulating 
values, among all of the manufactur- 
ers of the world. As such a contin- 
gency has not been generally consid- 
ered other than a very remote factor 
because of the apparently unsur- 
mountable obstacles presented by the 
well-known jealousy and lack of har- 
mony among the manufacturers on 
the other side, it has hardly been seri- 
ously considered at any time as a pos- 
sible factor among the influences that 
might be expected to operate for the 
improvement of the quinine situation 
in the early future. 

“Our informant turns what purports 
to be positive light on this phase of the 
question and in no uncertain terms as- 
serts that it is only a question of time, 
certainly not more than six months 
hence, when a combiuation of quinine 
manufacturers will be in successfyl 





close combination for the purpose of. 


operation, and. this combination will 
be of an international character, in- 
cluding all of the Ameri@an makers 
whether their works are in operation 
or not. This is certainly a startling 
assertion, particularly as it is backed 
up by statements tending to show 
that this is the only  salva- 
tion for the quinine manufacturers 
and as such is fully recognized 
and appreciated by them. And when 
others who are in a position to know, 
not only endorse these statements, but 
affirm that our informant could have 
imparted even more explicit informa- 
tion on the subject—particular refer- 
ence being had to the manner, in 
which, ‘as alleged one of the American 
makers has committed himself to enter 
the combination—they would appear 
to be worthy of the greatest considera- 
tion. 


Notwithstanding the commanding 
knowledge of the situation credited to 
our informant and which his state- 
ments seem to substantiate, there are 
many who will take issue with him. It 
may not be positively asserted that an 
international combination of quinine 
manufacturers is impossible; but that 
it isa probability very few will be will- 
ing to concede for reasons that 
are so well known and have been 
so often detailed, that to repeat 
them here would be a tiresome and 
useiess task. A combination among 
the European manufacturers might be 
accepted as a possibility or even a 
probability, in spite of the opposing 
causes, but when it is proposed to in- 
clude the American makers in the 
syndicate now said to be in contempla- 
tion, general opinion based upon 
knowledge of the past history of the 
trade, would be apt to regard the pro- 
ject as impracticable now or at any 


time in the near future.

THE SCOTCH MINERAL OIL COM- 
PANIES. 

We have, from time to time, printed 
extracts from our English exchanges 
showing that the business of the 
Scotch mineral oil companies has not 
been profitable and some of them had 
not declared dividends for varying 
periods of time. Although these re- 
ports showed the trade to be in an un- 
healthy condition, they gave no indi- 
cation of the condition of the compa- 
nies engaged in thisindustry. Through 
the courtesy of a friend of the RE- 
PORTER we are now enabled to lay be- 
fore our readers a complete statement 
of the condition of the Scotch mineral 
o!l companies made up from their bal- 
ance sheets of 1887, with astatement 
showing the last dividend and the 
market price of the shares of the seve- 
ralcompanies. In order to extricate 
the business from the difficulties which 
it has encountered, and in the hope 
that by uniting the companies and 
thereby avoiding the competition to 
which they believe is largely due the 
unprofitable condition of the trade, a 
movement has been started to consoli- 
date the companies into one joint 
stock concern, and thus by a large re- 
duction of expenses and complete con- 
trol of production to again bring the 
industry toa paying basis. . One of the 
chief causes which has brought about 
the present unsatisfactory conditions 
has been the large overproduction, 
which has made competition so keen 
that profits have been sacrificed until 
it became a question of the survival of 
the strongest. In a consolidation of 
interests and a coniplete control of 
production it is hoped to avoid further 
losses, again make the business a pay- 
ing one, and assure the shareholders a 
fair dividend on their investments. 
We are informed that all the compa- 
nies have agreed to the scheme but the 
Broxburn Oil Company, limited, 
which still stands aloof because they 
consider the allotment for their com- 
pany too small: As the Broxburn is 





the most important concern and the 





only one credited with a profitable 
business, it is highly important that it 
should be brought into the fold to in- 
sure the success of the contemplated 
consolidated joint stock concern. The 
plans proposed for the management of 
the consolidated company have not 
been made public, but it is fair to as- 
sume that production will be restricted 
to actual consumptive requirements, 
and as the combined capacity of all 
thecompanies is far in excess of this, 
that some of them will be allowed to 
remain idie or be dismantled. 

The statement shows the total lia- 
bilities of all the companies exceeds 
the total assets by over $121,000, four 
of the companies showing a deficiency 
of over $766,000. The shares of but 
two companies sell at a premium, these 
being the Broxburn and the West 
Lothian, the former being the largest 
concern in the list and the latter one 
of the smallest. It is therefore appar- 
ent that the magnitude of the concern 
has little if any bearing on the causes 
which have brought success to some 
and losses to others, although the 
smaller concern shows a deficit and 
has passed the last dividend period. 
Some of the other small concerns show 
a surplus, though only one, the Pump- 
herston, paid a dividend, all the other 
companies passing the dividend dates 
except the Broxburn. The daily ca- 
pacity of the ten works is 5,730 tons, 
but their actual consumption was 4,580 
tons. The yield of the several works 
shows a wide range, and it would be 
interesting to know the causes for the 
difference. We will not consider the 
exhibit further, but leave the state- 
ment for our readers to make such de- 
ductions and comparisons as the very 
interesting tables suggest. They will 
be found in full on another page of 


this issue of the REPORTER.

LOADED SPONGES. 

In our issue of July 26th, 1886, we 
referred tothe practice of loading or 
sanding sponges which was at that 
time again coming into vogue after 
having been, for several years, practi- 
cally abandoned. The disreputable 
practice was so thoroughly ventilated ~ 
by the article referred to, thatthose ~ 
who had re-adopted it,found that they 
could not dispose of the weighted 
goods, and they abandoned it, for the 
time being at least. Recently the 
high cost of Florida sheep’s wool ~ 
sponges, in the primary market, has ~ 
induced certain houses to attempt to ~ 
equalize the difference between cost — 
and the selling price here, by adding ~ 
foreign matter to the sponge to in- | 
crease its weight. In some casesthis ~ 
is done in such a barefaced manner — 
that the fraud may be detectedassoon ~ 
as the bales are opened, though asa ~ 
rule the loading is now so skillfally — 
done that none but an expert can de- ~ 
tect it. 

One of the chief causes of the frand 
is traceable to the manner in which ~ 
the sponge is bought and sold at Key © 
West. The various important sponge ~ 
houses have their buyers in that mar- ~ 
ket, who at the sponge auctions bid ~ 
against each other, and so runupthe © 
price, often, asin the present case, to © 
a point above the quotations currentin ~ 
the consuming markets.

Bs Buyers of Florida sheep’s wool 
| gponges, having had their attention 
drawn to the increasing practice of 
loading, may protect themselves by 
dealing only with those reputable 
firms who: handle nothing but pure, 
clean goods. They may be readily dis- 
tinguished from their less honest com- 
petitors, both by the invariably high 
reputation they have always, hereto- 
fore, borne in the trade and by the 
quality of the goods they now deliver 
to their customers, in spite of the 
strong incentive to makea profit at the 
expense of quality. When it,is known 
that the first cost of good medium 
Florida sheep's. wool sponges in Key 
West is two dollars and a halfa pound, 
the buyer may at least look with sus- 
picion upon goods that are offered to 
him ata much lower price. We un- 
derstand that reputable houses have 
decided to guarantee the quality of 
their Florida sheep’s wool sponges, 
and will so state in the bill to the 
buyer. This should prove a sufficient 
protection to the consumer, but if it 
should not be accepted as such, it is 
suggested that a fair test of the purity 
of goods is to be found in the fact that 
the loaded sponges run fewer pieces to 
the pound, and in the absence of any 
external evidence of loading, the buyer 
who has had any experience will by 
this means be able to detect the fraud. 
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IS THERE A TALLOW SYNDICATE? 

The New York tallow market has 
been influenced more or less lately by 
a supposed syndicate in Paris, but the 
truth of the matter is, no one can give 
an accurate idea of the controlling 
power in France. Tradesmen here 
arrived at the conclusion that a syndi- 
cate was operating in tallow because 
of the immense business conducted 
and the large amount of capital re- 
quired, which they considered must 
come through a combination of capi- 
talists instead of one individual, as the 
uncertain course of the market makes 
tallow speculation a hazardous risk. 
At all events liberal buying on Freneh 
account aroused curiosity, which is 
not yet satisfied, as a difference of 
opinion still exists about the nature of 
the combine, and as the personnel of 
the chief operators is kept under close 
cover, there is little probability of any 
disclosure of identity. Whoever the 
speculators are they have displayed 
considerable courage in ‘‘ bucking the 
tiger,” as some exporters are pleased to 
term their wild enthusiasm on that 
‘staple article. They started in to buy 
when the market was four cents, 
and continued to store supplies until 
six cents was reached when the stabil- 
ity of the market was tested by Ameri- 
an exporters, who trifled with the 
French buyers by offering supplies on 
the continent at lower prices than the 
ruling market. That started the down- 
ward course at atime when the com- 
bine had sixty millions of pounds of 
tallow on hand, and of course the hold- 
ings had to be liquidated as the mar- 
ket had reached its limit and to retain 
stocks meant a heavy loss. It is re- 
ported that the losses and gains 
on the Paris deals about bal- 
anced, but whether another attempt 
will be made to concentrate supplies 
is a question which the trade 
would like to have answered. It is 
believed that the main purpose of 
manipulating ‘the market was to rob 
London of its pestige asa tallow center, 
and to locate the controlling power in 
Paris. According to recent events 
- New York proved to bein the lead, by 

compelling French speculators to fol- 
low its bear movement, which may not 
have been a wise course to pursue at 
' that time, as the present unsatisfactory 
| ondition of trade would indicate. 

_ Very little is heard from the foreign 
buyers at the moment, which is prob- 


ably a precurser of subsequent trans- 
actions when they shall come forward 
again to gepeat operations at a cer- 
tain stage of the market. 





MINERAL OILS IN SOAP MAKING. 

The soap trade in Great Britain is 
represented to be undergoing a revolu- 
tion on account of the use of mineral 
oil in the manufacture of laundry soap. 
Theold established nanufacturers who 
have only been realizing three per cent 
profit from their business, are now 
confronted with the new competition 
which threatens to wipe out half of the 
industry as at present conducted.Own- 
ers of the process for utilizing mineral 
oil have proposed a soap syndicate and 
various methods have been adopted to 
advertise their scheme with that end 
in view, but we hear of no progressin 
that direction. It is announced that 
the riew soap stock is known as ‘‘par- 
affine” oil from Scotch shale, that it 
costs one and a half cents per pound, 
and that a fine quality of laundry soap 
can be made for three and one eighth 
cents per pound and sold in a whole- 
sale way at four and three-quarter 
cents. About twenty per cent. of the 
oil is used in the chemical combination. 

Experiments have been made at va- 
rious times inthe United States to sa- 
ponify mineral oil, but without suc- 
cess, although efforts were made to 
sell patents which were represented to 
accomplish that result. Soap makers 
inform us that all such patents were 
based on false intentions and that al- 
though they have given the subject 
considerable attention, and are still 
making trials with the view of utiliz- 
ing paraffine or some other mineral oil, 
it seems impossible to overcome the 
difficulty in saponification. We un- 
derstand, however, that a product of 
petroleum has been quietly used for 
several years in making laundry soap, 
the addition of twenty per cent. being 
made after the soap has been boiled 
and before it is cooled, thus removing 
the necessity for saponification. A 
sample of the mineral soap stock was 
seen on Saturday and it closely resem- 
bled vaseline. It has been sold at two 
cents per pound and large quantities 
have entered into that consumptive 
channel], Probably this discovery has 
just reached England and has been 
taken up by certain organizers of syn- 
dicates who are ever ready to jump at 
the remotest suggestion for working 
untried schemes. The addition of the 
mineral soap stock by mechanical com- 
bination wiil make a cheaper soap, but 
the quality is the most important con- 
sideration. It remains to be seen 
whether the proposed English syndi- 
cate hasa legitimate process of value 
to work upon, or borrowed ideas from 
America. 

THE PAINT, OIL AND VARNISH 
CLUB. 

Considering the fact that the series 
of monthly meetings which has been 
entered upon by the New York Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Club is in the nature 
of an innovation, the attendance at 
the meeting last Thursday night was 
satisfactory, yet taken from another 
standpoint it was not what might 
have been expected, in view of recent 
criticisms of the club’s work. Those 
who were in attendance, however, 
may find consolation for this in the 
fact that amorg the absentees were a 
number of members who have ex- 
pressed their opinion that the organi- 
zation ay be made more beneficial to 
the trades represented in it by more 
positive and energetic action on vital 
questions than had yet been indulged 
iu. Despite the absence of these, and 
other members, the club demonstrated 
its ability to cope with and satisfac- 
torily act upon matters demanding its 
attention, by taking up and disposing 
of the credit bureau question. It 
would be scarcely fair to criticise the 








plan adopted, as it is, admittedly in an 
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embryonic state. Time and experi- 
ence will remedy such defects as it may 
pessess, and on the wholeitis probably 
a more acceptable device for doing 
away with bad debts, than any which 
might now be suggested. It is suscept- 
able of modification wherever a change 
may be suggested by practicable appli- 
cation, and there can be little doubt 
that before long it will be in the most 
acceptable working order. 

The officers and members of the 
club manifested at the late meeting a 
disposition to earnestly and actively 
prosecute such work as may come 
within the province of the club, and 
the commendable zeal thus far dis- 
played promises valuable and lasting 
effects, as a result of the coming year’s 
labors. The discussion of the trade- 
mark question begun last Thursday 
night is no doubt the entering wedge 
of a policy to be pursued in the future, 
looking toward the preservation of in- 
dividual rights in these very valuable 
and necessary accessories to business. 
The eloquent plea delivered by one of 
the members in the interests of owners 
of trade-marks will bear fruit, and we 
expect before many months have 
passed the club will have taken such 
action in this matter, that disputes 
over trade-marks, or their appropria- 
tion by manufacturers who have no 
jast right to them, will no longer be 
known in the paint and varnish trade. 





THE WHITE LEAD SWINDLER AR- 
RESTED. 


It is gratifying to record the capture 
of the notorious and slippery confi- 
dence operator who has been engaged 
for years in victimizing customers of 
white lead manufacturers in every 
State of the Union by pretending to 
represent the latter and after making 
himself welcome, pocket the ill-gotten 
gains from fraudulent drafts which the 
credulous victims would cash. Having 
eluded arrest after a successful harvest 
in every city and townof prominence 
outside of New York, it encouraged 
himto exert greater diligence in the 
collection of money on forged drafts, 
and during the past few weeks he has 
been heard from more frequently. He 
practiced his game once too often, how- 
ever, as the strong arm of the law was 
laid upon him in Painesville,O., at the 
request of a Pittsburg firm of corrod- 
ers, as will be seen by reference to the 
item on another page of the REPORT- 
ER. He will be taken to Michigan for 
trial, and it is to be hoped that he will 
be prevented from purchasing his free- 
dom, as was*done on previous cca- 
sions by the presentation of bribes to 
those having him in custody. Suffi- 
cient testimony can be obtained to im- 
prison the swindler for the balance of 
his natural life, and no effort should 
be spared to accomplish that purpose, 
ashe is certainly the most dangerous 
member of the criminal class which he 
represents.

Mr. Marland’s two bills, one to repeal 
the existing law, and the other authorizing 
the sale of oleomargarine under certain re- 
strictions were negatived last week by the 
House Committee on Health and Sanitation of 
the Legislature.

Dr. Barry, a physician of Dorpat, in Livonia, 
Russia, makes known the results of very in- 
teresting researches which he has lately been 
making as regards the medicinal properties of 
barium and its compounds. Among other 
things he. maintains that chloride of barium 
has medicinal qualities identical with those of 
digitalis. The salt has the same effect upon 
the heart’s action as the latter named drug, 
while it is very much cheaper. 


A possible substitute for nitrate of soda for 
fertilizing purposes has recently been discov- 
ered near Mount Magnificent, in South Aus- 
tralia. It consists of a deposit, covering 
several acres, of a soft, slimy, micaceous- 
looking substance, with an odor that could 





smother all the- sulphuric acid and bone-dust 
imported, according to a correspondent of the 
British Trade Journal, who urges that the 
Government or private enterprise develop 
this valuable find. 

The quinine discussion is made more interest- 
ing by the publication on page 47 of a card to 
the trade by Messrs. Roessler & Hassiacher, 
who speak of the merits of the Gold and Sil- 
ver brand and of the recent teste which were 
made the special feature of an advertisemert 
in last week's issue by the agents of another 
brand. The attention of our readers who 
wish to be faformed on both sides of the con- 
troversy, is therefore directed to the last an- 
nouncement, 

The steamer Gulf stream, for New York, 
took fire at Wilmington, N. C., at midnight 
March 6th and the fire was not extinguished 
until much damage was dode to cargo by fire 
and water. The cargo on board the steamer 
consisted of about 274 casks spirts of turpen- 
tine, 875 bbis. of tar, 865 bbis. rosin, 50 bbis. 
seed oi], 60 bbls wood acid, and 40 packages 
merehandise. She was floated and towed to 
the wharves of the Chamhion Compress Co, 
where the cargo was discharged. 

The name of Mr. F. W Devoe is mentioned 
in a bill now before the New York legislature 
for the appointment of a commission to en- 
large the area of the state. He approves the 
project because of its wide and progressive 
character. The growth of the city has for the 
last half century, he says, been of a piecemeal 
character, only looking forward to the advan- 
tages of the day, and seeing nothing of what 
will come to-morrow. His progressive ideas 
will be of great value to the commission. 

Dr. Donald Kennedy, a well known manu- 
facturer of patent medicines in Massachusetts, 
died at the Arlington House, Washington, 
last week. Dr. Kennedy was born 76 years 
ago of Scotch parents, in very humble circum- 
stances, and in his youth was apprenticed to 
a currier in Roxbury. He worked at that 
business with his father for a number of years, 
until his accidental discovery of the medicinal 
properties of a herb which had attracted his 
attention ina pasture at the Highlands. Im- 
mediately after his discovery he commenced 
the manufacture of the medicine which bears 
his name and amassed considerable wealth 
therefrom. 


Dr. J. H. McClelland, of Pittsburg, member 
of the Pennsylvania State Board of Health, 
has written the following letter to Dr. Pem- 
berton Dudley, chairman of the State Board’s 
Committee on Adulterations: “Believing that 
the investigations of the Massachusetts State 
Board of Health sufficiently attest the harm- 
lessness of oleomargariue, I feel it to be the 
duty of our board, through your committee, 
to investigate this matter, and, if the result is 
favorable, indorse the product and favor a 
law allowing its manufacture. If this is a 
wholesome food for the people, as I believe it 
is, the people should be permitted to manu- 
facture and use it."’ 


A prominent English physician, Dr. May, 
has recently published further results of his 
researches into the nature of theine, the ac- 
tive principle of tea. They are of a character 
to confirm the conolusion which he had 
already come to, viz., that theine and caffeine 
(the active principle of coffee) are not idcnti- 
cal substances, at least as regards their physi- 
ological effects—a conclusion contrary to the 
common opinion. Theine is much to be pre- 
ferred, he says, because of its analgesic action 
—that is, its power to diminish sensibility to 
pain. As compared with caffeine, the fatal 
dose in the case of theine appears to be much 
greater. 

The Scientific Society of Limoges, France, 
has initiated a movement to ercct a national 
monument to the great French chemist, Gay- 
Lussac, and an order for a statue has already 
heen given into the hands of asculptor. Not 
many are more deserving of a monument than 
the ingenious discoverer of the law that gases 
combine together in simple proportions by 
volume. To Gay-Lussac, also, the world is in- 
debted for the first suggestion that chlorine 
might be an element, for the first reliable 
information concerning hydrofluoric acid, for 
the first determination of the constitution of 
gaseous steam, for the first knowledge con- 
cerning the true nature of prussic acid, and 
for very many other things. 

The twenty-sixth annual number of the 
“Statesman’s Year Book” has just been issued 
for 1889 by MacMillan & Co., of New York and 
London. This statistical and historical com- 
pendium of facts embraces every state of the 
civilized world, and is revised to date from 
official returns by J. Scott Keltie, Librarian to 
the Royal Geographical Society. The volume 
contains over 1,000 pages and treats of a vari- 
ety of subjects, such as commerce and indus- 
try, government, legislative bodies, currency, 
population, religion, army and navy, educa- 
tion, revenues, expenditures, eto.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 

The flow of natural gas, at Columbus, 0, is 
estimated at 1,000,000 feet per day. 9 

A large flow of gas has been struck on the 
land of Russell Heath, at Carpentaria, Cal. 

The gas well lately drilled on the farm of 
Sheriff Cusoe, near Findlay, O., is said to yield 
10,000,000 feet per day. 

In the gas well at Laporte, Ind., at a depth 
of 2,0.0 feet, the drill struck a hard quarts, 
and the pump brought up many particles of 
gold. : 

The Haven & Chase Oil, Natural Gas &. Min- 
eral Co., Glasgow Ky., have struck gas in fiye 
wells and are erecting machinery for drilling 
more wells. : 

The German bark Astronom, from New 
York for Konigsberg, put back to New York 
leaking. She will discharge cargo and go tm 
dock for repairs. : 


The American Well Drilling Co., Glasgow, 
Ky., have struck natural gas, and the citizens 
have subscribed $10,000 towards the cost of 
piping the gas to Glasgow. * 

Another gas strike was made by the Louis- 
ville Gasand Pipe Line Company, in Meade 
county. Ky.,on the 7th inst., with an esti- 
mated fiow of 1,500,000 feet daily. 

Natural gas has been struck, at Lewigport, 
Ky., at a depth of 415 feet. It burnswitha 
bright flame and has a steady flow. A vein of 
very strong salt water has also been tapped. 

Dublin, Ind., has struck gas in sufficient 
quantity to insure some of the benefits resuit- 
ing fromits advantages. Trenton rook has 
been penetrated about. 20 feet, and a fine fow 
has been the result. 

A syndicate of gentlemen of Dayton, O., of 
which Nicholas Ohmer is the head, owned .a 
tract of gas land at Muncie, Ind., which a year 
ago they valued at $200,000. Last Saturday 
they sold it for $400,000. 

Mr. Ouspensky, a Russian engineer gent. to 
Central Asia on a special scientific mission, re- 
ports that the oil wells at Penjakend, near 
Samarcand, in the Zerafshan Valley, contain 
large quantities of good oil. 

Natural gas in small quantities has been 
struck at Jasper, Dubois County, Ind., @¢ 8 
depth of 356 feet. It is the opinion of an ex- 
pert that gushers can be obtained in that vi- 
cinity at a depth of from 1,000 to 1,200 feet. 

The copper sheathing and the iron cargo are 
being salved irom the ship Rhine, whith sas 
burned to the water's edge at Terneuze,. She 
had on board 6,500empty petroleum casks and 
500 tons of iron and asphalte paper. iThe 
salved materials were solid at auction on 
March 6. 

The new tank steamship Phosphor, Captain 
Bard, arrived at Philadelphia last week from 
Shields, and will load about 1,000,000 gallons @t 
refined oil in bulk for Antwerp. The Phosphor, 
which is the first tank steamer built for Liv- 
erpool owners, is 280 feet long, 87 feet beam 
and 2634 feet deep. 

The firm of Spear, Mehaffey & Hover-Bros., 
oil producers in the Lima field, are to begin 
the erection of a refinery immediarely. They 
have thirty acres of land a few miles south ef 
Lima which will be utilized. It is located.on 
the Dayton & Michigan railroad. The capacity 
will be 2,000 barrels of crude per day. 

The German steamship Energie, Captain 
Fortman, cleared last week from Philadelphia 
for Bremen with 1,200,051 gallons of refinéd 
petroleum in bulk. This vessel was loaded at 
Point Breeze in twenty-three hours. ‘The 
British steamship Chigwell, Captain Ma 
cleared for Fiume with 587,668 gallons of erude 
petroleum in bulk, 


Ata recent meeting of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, app.ication was received» for 
a license to keep 10,000 gallons of naphtha on 
King and Queen Wharf, Rotherhithe, - Mr..G,. 
B. Richardson caused some sensation. by @b- 
serving that naphtha might escape: inte sew- 
ers, and so cause a great conSagration. «The 
application was refused. 

The s1ipments of petroleum from Philadel- 
phia fur the last week aggregated 4,065,023 gal- 
lons, making a total since January 1, of 25,762,- 
810, as compared with 19,113,666 gallons shipped 
during the corresponding period of last.:year. 
Among the charters announced are the Ger- 
man tank steamer Guttheil,1,200,000 galions,for 
Naples;and the British tank steamer Phosphor

‘ The Pittsburg brokers have met and ex- 
pressed by a series of resolutions their indig- 
nant protest against the passage of the bill 
now pending in the Legislature imposing a 
tax of 2 per cent. on their gross earnings.They 
think they are taxed enough now with a state 
liscense, a city business tax and a county oc- 
cupation tax,and would be willing, if neces- 
sary, to payarevenue license of $50 or five 
mills on net receipts. 

The German Minister has transmitted to the 
Department of Statea report from an officer 
on board the German gunboat Eber, dated Oc- 
tober 1 last, in which it is stated that a three. 
masted vessel of American build was driven 
upon a reef near the Kings Mills group of 
islands in September, and went to pieces. The 
words “Refined Petroleum, Atlantic Refining 
Company, Ward, Trow & Company, Agents, 
Philadelphia,” appeared on the boxes of 
wreckage. 

The gas well at Kingsville. Ont., still con- 
tinuesto roar. The committee has fitted the 
well with horizontal and perpendicular pipes 
for exhibition purposes, and the Lake Erie, 
Essex and Detroit River Railway bas arranged 
for excursions every night this week from 
Detroit and Windsor. The great blaze lights 
up the heavens for miles a~ound, The rush is 
just as strong as ever—9,000,000 feet to 10,000,000 
feet daily. The register stands at 450 pounds 
to the square inch, marking it as one of the 
strongest wells on the continent. 


- The Brooklyn Elevated and Union Elevated 
roads are experimenting with the invention of 
a Brooklyn man to substitute crude petroleum 
for fuel, the success or failure of which will be 
determined within the next ten days. The 
inventor maintains that it has always been 
worked successfully in stationary engines and 
can be equally well utilized on locomotives, 
The petroleum is stored on the tender and is 
fed to the fire from asmall jet that throwsa 
continuous spray of fluid, combined with com- 
pressed air. 

Within the next four weeks Louisville will 
be supplied with natural gas to an extent suf- 
ficient to meet all demands that will be made 
upon the pipe line. The line isnow completed 
tothe city limits and work has begun upon 
laying the mains through the streets. The 
supply from the first main will be about 30,- 
000,000 cubic feet. per day, but the Pipe Line 
Company are making arrangements to con- 
atruct additional lines as rapidly as possible, so 
that before the heavy consumption of next 
winter begins there will be four or five lines, 
each bringing a daily supply of about 20,000,000 
feet. 


Mt. Sterling, Ky., has also discovered an 
abundance of gas in its vicinity and acon- 
siderable supply of petroleum. Mr. 8. B. Hench, 
representing the Chambers Oil Co., of Pitts- 
burgh, has been leasing gas and oi] lands near 
Mt, Sterling, and is preparing to sink a num- 
ber of wells for supplying Mt. Sterling with 
gasand secure the oil for refining purposes. 
The oil wells in that county were discovered 
more than thirty years ago, and natural gas 
was struck at the same time, but the value of 
the gas was not known then, and several of 
the best wells were abandonded and closed up 
on account ef the flow of gas. 


A Berlin paper gives some interesting figures 
on the production of petroleum at Baku. 
From the port of Batoum were exported last 
year 30,421,800 poods, an equivalent of more 
than 1,200,000,000 pounds. The largest amount 
was purchased by Great Britain, which took 
more than 200,009,000. Austria took alittle more 
than half that quantity, and Italy and Belgium 
about a fourth, Germany about 30,000,000, and 
France a little more than 5,500,000. These 
figures, however, by no means represented the 
whole quantity of oil which passes through 
Batoum. A still larger quantity, of which 
there are no returns, is sent up the Volga. 


Petroleum Center is again attracting some 
attention on account of the curious revival of 
some of the old Oil Creek oil farms. The 
Rynd farm, where a 40 barrel well was struck 
the other day, is midway between Petroleum 
Center and Rouseville. The town of Petro- 
leum Center has almost disappeared. Froma 
place of 10,000 population in its palmy days, it 
has fallen off to scarcely twenty families now. 
Very few of the houses remain. They have 
been torn down and removed to other locali- 
ties. Most of them went to the lower oii field 
in Clarion and Butler counties. 


Miss Bessie Rockefeller, eldest daughter of 
Joho D. Rockefeller, president of the Standard 
Oil Co., is to be married to Charles Strong, son 
of Rev. Dr. Strong,a Baptist clergyman of Ro- 
chester, on Friday next. The choice of Friday 
for the wedding day was made, not in set de- 
dance of the old superstition, but because that 
was the only day upon which Miss Rocke- 
feller’s former preceptors and fellow students 
of Vassar College could make it convenient to 
attend; and they will appear as a body at the 
family residence, where the ceremony is to be 
performed. The wedding will be a quiet one, 
Young Strong is a theological student. 

An oil man comes to the top with a state- 
ment that he can save Coney Island from the 
sea, which is trying bard to stealit. His plan 
is to place several oil tanks on the highest part 
of the island and connect them with pipes 
which will rua along the bottom of the se 
a distance of 150 feet from the beach. The 
Lorcdbeduecaeatelmna ied aaa oil and 
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so regulated that the oil can be turned on or 
off at pleasure. The difference between break- 
ers On an Open sea and on the coast has appar- 
ently not been considered. The force of the 
waves dashing against and wearing away the 
coast could not be appreciably decreased by 
the proposed application of oil. 

John P. Ilisley, of Philadelphia, who was 
sent by New York and Philadelphia capitalists 
to Western Pennsylvania to investigate the 
natural gas question, has made his report and 
it is flattering to the new fuel. Mr. Illsley de- 
votes considerable space toa geological survey 
of the natural gas fields, and says: ‘“‘We hear 
of the exhaustion of the wells, but in all cases 
brought to my notice it was where wells had 
been drilled in a small field, as others sunk 
near them encountered water, or where the 
pressure at first was light; but in the fields 
described, where the drills encounter gas in 
first entering the sand-rock, and, from the 
great pressure, cannot be put lower, there 
seems every reason to expect an abundant 
supply to meet the requirements of all that 
region for many years. What is needed is 
greater economy in its use.” 


On Wednesday last.a fatal accident occurred 
at the Solar Refinery in the southwestern part 
of Lima, O. Near the carpenter shop, some 15 
or 20 feet to the west, isa “trap” covering an 
underground tank, containing a mixture of 
water, oil and acid. This hole was covered 
with planks, over which a layer of earth was 
thrown. Several earpenters were working 
on thatday in the carpenter shop, a mere 
wooden shed, making boxes; and it appears 
that several of them were outside around this 
trap. One ofthe number, John Crishem, was 
standing on the trap when an explosion oc- 
curred, throwing up the covering of the hole 
below, and precipitating Crishem into the 
mass below, which took fire instantly and 
roasted the poor fellow. The carpenter shed 
took fire,and was completely destroyed,but the 
refinery fire brigade prevented further spread 
of the flames and extinguished the fire in the 
pit. 

The ship Vandalia, from Perth Amboy Feb. 
8 for London with petroleum, stranded at 
Brighton, England, March 7, after being in a 
collision with an unknown steamer. One of 
the crew was killed by the falling of an anchor, 
and one was drowned. The remainder were 
saved. The ship will probably be a total 
wreck. The Vandalia is being dismantled. 
Twelve hundred barrels of petroleum have 
come ashore from her. It is suspected that 
the vessel with which the Vandalia was in col- 
lision was the steamer Duke of Buccleuch 
from Antwerp for Calcutta, and that the 
steamer proceeded after the collision. A quan- 
tity of wreckage and cargo, which has been 
identified as having come from the British 
steamer Duke of Buccleuch, is strewn along 
the Channel coast. This strengthens the be- 
lief that the Duke of Buccleuch was the ves- 
sel which was in collision with the Vandalia, 
and that she has been lost. The Vandalia was 
insured in St. John, N. B., for $2,400. 


A big deal of oil property, most of it in the 
Washington field, has been consummated. 
Jamesand John Hart, members of the Mar- 
shal! Oil Company, have disposed of their one- 
fourth interest in the company to the other 
members, receiving $58,000. The transfer in- 
cludes a fourth interest in about 400 acres of 
leases, upon which are located twelve produc- 
ing wells, making a daily output of nearly 400 
barrels of oil. The leases referred to are 104 
acres of the 8. Blaney farm and ninety acres 
belonging to W. B. Crothers, at Taylorstown; 
the Elwood tract, twenty acres; Brownlee, 
twenty acres; the Mary Miller lot and the 
Mahan farm, in Butler county, on which are 
two small producers. In addition the sale in- 
cludes Hart Bros.’ one-fourth interest in the 
one-half of the John Grimes gas property; 100 
acres inthe Taylorstown district minus the 
gas well on the premises, which was sold some 
time ago to the Washington Oil Company. 
The Hart Bros. still have producing interests 
there, holding leases on several hundred acres 
and owning a number of producers. 

At the convention of the National Electric 
Light Association, M. J. Francisco took up the 
subject of the use of oilas a fuel. He stated 
that during the pastfew months the following 
facts have been gleaned from an extensive 
correspondence on this subject with parties 
who are using liquid fuel. The Boston and 
Albany Railroad Company, after a careful 
test made in their shops by a Lehigh Univers- 
ity professor, say that the cost of. fuel is 
about the same. Though they purchase their 
coal in large quantities at one time and secure 
low rates, they prefer liquid fuel, because it is 
clean and requires no firemen, and gives a 
better supply of steam. Day, Cordage & Co., 
of Boston, claim that with Cumberland coal 


at $450 perton and liquid fuel at $115 per. 


barrel, they save 15 cents per 100 horse power 
per hour, and the oil is preferable. The Fair- 
banks Scule Comp.ny, of Vermont, report 
that they find it a great saving over coal, 
while the boilers are heated evenly the entire 
length; also that the insurance companies 
have not increased their rates. T. P. Rrown, 
manager of the Toledo, Columbus and South- 
ern Railway, reports a saving of 33 per cent of 
the price of coal by- using liquid fuel; also 
that two barrels of oii equal one ton of soft 
coal, while manufacturers on this road find it 
only costs one-half as much as coal for their 
stationary boilers, 
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JOHN HENRY EVANS. 

The announcement of the sudden death of 
Mr. John H. Evans of the chemical importing 
and commission firm of Wing & Evans, was all 
the greater shock to the trade, because it was 
so utterly unexpected. Apparently in the full 
enjoyment of vigorous health he was stricken 
down without a word of warning. Of a re- 
markably even temperament, of notably reg- 
ular and simple habits of life, there had been 
no apparent reason to loek for the presence of 
the insidious disease which at one stroke ter- 
minated his useful existence. While prepar- 
ing to retire on Sunday night, after an evening 
spent in the enjoyment of a happy family re- 
union, he suddenly fell to the floor, dead 
from an attack of heart failure. There was 
no time to bid farewell to his stricken wife 
and family who gathered about him and lifted 
him tenderly to the bed, upon which but a 
few moments before he had been sitting 
seemingly strong and well. 

Mr. Evans has for years been a conspicuous 
figure in the heavy chemical trade of this city, 
by reason of his active cunnection with it. 
His urbane maoner and uniform kindliness 
toward those with whom he came in contact 
secured him the respect and warm friendship 
of all. He began his business career in this 
city in 1847 asa clerk in a drug stcre on the 
East side, establishing himself in the chemi- 
cal brokerage business ten years later, 
at 171 Pearl street. Mr. John D. Wing, 
at that time also a chemical broker, 
occupied an office inthe same building, and 
between the twoan intimacy sprang up. In 
1869 they formed a co-partnership under the 
style of Wing & Evans, and removed their 
offices to 74 Beaver street, where they re- 
mained for 12 years. In 1865 the character of 
the firm’s businesss was changed from chemi- 
cal brokerage to the importation of chemi- 
cals, a commission department and agency 
for manufacturers being established at the 
same time. In 1872 they moved to the corner 
of William and Platt streets, where they re- 
mained for 14 years, when they took handsome 
offices at 54 William street, the firm now being 
located there. Mr. Evans was also vice-presi- 
dent of the Enoch Morgan Sons Company of 
this city, and treasurer of the Warsaw Salt 
Company, of Syracuse, N. Y. Hewas a mem- 
ber of the Produce Exchange, and of the 
Down Town Association. 

Mr. Evans was born in Philadelphia 
on September 12, 1831, and, when a 
child, his parents both being dead, 
was sent to Sullivan County in this state. 
There he remained until 18 years of age, when 
he came to New York. Soon after embarking 
in business here he married a Miss Oderdonk 
of New Jersey, by whom he had three sons. 
Mrs. Evans died in 1880,and about five years 
ago Mr. Evans married Miss Lewis, a sister of 
Daniel F, Lewis, now President of the Brook- 
lyn City Railroad. For many years he made 
Plainfield, N. J., his home, and about 12 years 
ago he was elected Mayor of that place on the 
independent D atic ticket. At the time 
of his death he was stopping with his family 
at the Hotel St. George, Brooklyn. 

He leaves a widow and three sons, Clark 
Wright Evans, Cortlandt DeLacy Evans, and 
Louis Melviile Evans, the two latter being of 
the firm of Evans & Evans, grain merchants, of 
Baltimore. The funeral will take place at 10 
o’clock to-day (Wednesday), from the Re- 
formed Church on the Heights, Brooklyn, the 
interment to be in Greenwood. 


FREDERICK HELLER. 

After suffering for abouta year from ner- 
vous prostration, Mr. Frederick Heller, of the 
Heller & Merz Co., of this city, died last week 
aged 54 yearr. He had improved somewhat 
since the first of the month, and his many 
friends were hopeful of a complete recovery, 
but the sudden bursting of a blood vessel in 
the head caused instant dcath. He was born 
in 1835 at Bensheim Hesse, Darmstadt, Ger- 
many, and came to this country at the age of 
14 years. His first employment was in a print- 
ing office where he remained for a brief time 
and then located in St. Louis to engage in 
the machinery business. In 1854 he took an 
extended trip overland to California and was 
the only one of a party of three to reach Ore- 
gon in midwinter, where he worked ona farm 
until spring when he started for Yreka, in 
northern California. He commenced a search 
for gold at this point and after the mining 
fever gave out, he engaged in hydraulic work 
and subsequently started the canning business 
which became a valuable industry there, 
Ata later period Mr. Heller made an extended 
tour of California and Mexico and reached 
New York in 1867, where he joined bis relatives 
and started later on a trip to Germany 
and France. While in Germany he became 
acquainted with a manufacturer of ultramar- 
ine, and after returning to New York another 
trip was made to Germany for the purpose of 
becoming better acquainted with the ultra- 
marine business. Coming back to this city in 
1869, he formed a partnership with Mr. Henry 
Merz, and constructed one of the most com- 
plete factories in the United States at New- 
ark, N. J., for making ultramarine and several 
aniline colors, the manufacture of the latter 
being started in 188%. The entire works was

It shall be unlawful for any inspec- 
tor who shall inspect any barrel or package, 
purporting to contain spirits of turpentine, 
and shall find the same to contain adulterated 
spirits of turpentine, to brand such barrel or 
package as spirits of turpentine, but he shall 
brand upon such barrel or package in a con- 
spicuous place the words, “Adulterated spirits 
of turpentine.” 

Sec. 3. Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this act shall, 
on conviction, be fined asum not exceeding 
fifty dollars, or be imprisoned for a time not 
exceeding thirty days, for each offence. 

Sec. 4. This act shall be in force from and 
after its valification. 


CHICAGO LETTER. 


Special correspondence of the REPORTER. 


CHICAGO, March 16, 1889. 


The week’s market in linseed oil may be 
called about 55@56 cents, with more or less dis- 
position to hold stocks for the outside figures: 
There are rumors of offerings of out of town 
oil at lower prices, but no sales are reported, 
and local crushers seem disposed to yield little, 
The demand is apparently improving as the 
season advances; that isto say, the movement 
is brisker, but there is little or no inquiry for 
round lots. From the East come up would-be 
purchasers, and it is said that occasional sales 
are negotiated at slight concessions to buyers, 
but such sales are few in number, limited in 
quantity and far between in point of time. it 
seems hardly probable that in view of a con- 
stantly growing demand—a demand, too, 
which is naturally likely to improve as the 
season advances—there should occur any low- 
ering of price. Nor is it probable that with the 
seed market in its present condition purchas- 
ers would regard any decided advance as le- 
gitimately justifiable. The factional dislike is 
still a matter of sad reality; indeed, if it were 
possible the feeling may be said to have been 
rather intensified during the last few weeks. 

Apropos of the seed market, it is worth 
while to notice the fact that all of the recent 
importations of foreign seed (between 35,000 
and 40,000 bushels) are reported to have been 
very materially damaged by salt water while 
in transit. In fact, it is said that while the 
seed may be valuable for purposes of oil man- 
ufacture, the cake resulting from the expres- 
sion of the oil therefrom will be utterly use- 
less as feed for stocks. As a fertilizer, it will 
undoubtedly have a market value, but the de- 
preciation in the value of the cake can 
scarcely fail to exert a disastrous influence 
upon the price of the oil to be expressed from 
the seed so damaged. In connection with the 
seed market, certain facts group themselves 
curiously in the order of time, although 
they do not necessarily stand in the 
relation of cause and _e effect. Just 
before the foreign seed arrived, the local 
market was firm at $1 60; simultaneously with 
its advent the market fell off about lzc. At 
about the same time that it was known that 
the imported seed was damaged, northwestern 
flax once more recovered its normal tone. 
There are those who are unkind enough to 
say that the circumstance indicates manipula- 
tion. 

The remarks of the REPORTER relative to 
linseed oil substitutes are by no means kindly 
received by local crushers. Least of all do 
they recognize the possibility of correcting 
the assumed evil by any action on their part. 
To lower the price of the manufactured pro- 
duct, with the crude material at its present 
value, would seem to bean ill-advised step, on 
general principles. But to make such a re- 
duction simply to meet such competition 
seems to Western houses the very height of 
folly. , 

The cake market is, if anything, in a condi- 
tion rather more unsatisfactory to producers 
than it was last week. It is nominally $19 50, 
but is heavy and hard to move. Sales are 
affected with comparative difficulty, and on 
the whole the situation is far from promising. 

FLAXSEED. 

The reduction in the visible supply of seed 
still continues. The week opened with 178,798 
bushels in public elevators, as against 193,883 
on the preceding Monday, and 190,342 on the 
corresponding date of last year. How far 
stocks have been reduced during the past six 
days may. be judged from the following fig- 
ures: Inspected in this week 16 cars, of which 
15 have been No.1 and 1 rejected. Inspected 
out 15,521 bushels of No. 1 and 500 bushels of 
rejected; total, 16,021 bushels. Incidentally it 
may be remarked that the extraordinary in- 
crease in rail shipments would seem to indi- 
cate the withdrawal of a not insignificant 
quantity for shipment. For purposes of com- 
parison the following figures may prove of 
interest: Last week’s inspections in amounted 
to 13 cars of No. land 3 of rejected, as against 
19 of No.1,éo0f rejected and 1 of no grade 
during the same week of 1888, and inspections 
out to 9,396 bushels, all of No. 1. 

The Secretary of the Board of Trade has 
posted the foliowing figures relative to the 
movement of seed by rail, importations not

To-day’s market was comparatively destitute 
of offerings, and, at the same time, equally 
void of demand. The price of No. 1 ($1 55) was 
maintained, but, had there been purchasers, 
seedi might have sold at lower prices. Futures 
were entirely neglected, and there appeared 
no buyers of May. 

On the whole, the market has shown some- 
what more activity and a more or less pro- 
nounced upward tendency. The week's de- 
velopments have shown the existence of an 
unexpected “short”’’ interest in May delivery. 
There are two opinions as to the advance. 
One is, that cash seed sympathizes with May 
delivery; the other, that May follows the 
course of cash seed. Crushers were, for the 
most part, very moderate buyers, although 
certain parties were always on band to main- 
tain prices. Ali sorts of conjectures are 
heard, by way of explanation, of the light ar- 
rivals of seed. 

For instance, it is said that a large quantity 
of seed is being held back for sowing purposes; 
on the other jand, there are those who absert 
that the light receipts are the result of the 
manipulation with which we have all become 
familiar. 

Reported sales for the week have aggregated 
7% cars and 22 bags of No. 1,2 of rejected and 
none of no grade. Last week there changed 
hands 12 cars and 147 bags of No.1, and2of 
rejected; last week's sales of futures amounted 
to nil, while this week there have been trans- 
ferred 39,00 bushels of May. The difference 
in feeling in the market may be estimated by 
a comparison of this week’s range of prices 
with the range (?) of last year, when fiaxseed 
all through che week was comparatively heavy 
of sale at $1 45. 

OILS. 

The market for extra (lard oil may be said 
to be 56@58c, with a preponderance of sales at 
Sic. For No. 1 sellers ask all the way from 40 
to 44c, but 40@4lc is about the current market 
quotation, and the inside figures will buy 
round lots. As regards demand, the inquiry 
is fully up to last week’s standard, in fact, on 
the whole, it may be said to be improving as 
the season advances. This statement, how- 
ever, holds good only so far as relates to do- 
mestic purchasers; it is still too bigh to tempt 
exporters. The improved demand, however, 
by no means bids fair to stimulate over-pro- 
duction, and there isdiscernible a disposition 
to keep stocks within ligitimate trad’ require- 
ments. 

As predicted, there has been a sharp 
advance in cotton oil, and consequent- 
ly a firmer feeling perceptible among 
holders. Summer yellow has advanced about 
two cents, and is quotable to-day at 47c 
as against 45c one week ago. Of crude oil 
there continues a scarcity, and of “‘strictly 
prime” there is an abzolute dearth.Off crude is 
being occasionally,hawked about, but of this 
sort of stock buyers are as a rule, somewhat 
chary. The market may be called about 47c 
for summer yellow and 58@55c for white win- 
ter. 

While there is comparatively little doing in 
the local market in oleo, exportation shows 
no disposition to increase. Cablegrams from 
Holland report an advance in best qualities of 
butterine, and a scarcity of extra grades of 
oleo. Stocksin Rotterdam are said to have 
been reduced to the neighborhood of 10,000 
tierces, and the speculative fever has been 
fanned proportionately, This week’s exports 
have amounted to some 6,165 tierces,as against 
6,500 tierces last week. Reported sales aggre- 
gated 1,600 tierces,as against 4,200 during the 
week preceding. One steamship (the Leerdam) 
failed to arrivein its Dutch port at the date 
expected. Itis not thought, however, that 
the stocks then unloaded will have any de- 
pressing influence upon the market. On the 
contrary, exporters confidently hope for a 
firmer feeling on fancy grades. 

PAINTS. 

While trade cannot be said to have been ab- 
normally brisk during the week, it has yet 
been of a sort measurably satisfactory to job- 
bers, as regarcs both character and volume. 
Orders are coming in freely, and there is no 
apparent reason why the trade shouid antici- 
pate a season less satisfactory in its outcome 
than was the spring of 1888. For lead in oil 
there is but a moderate inquiry, the prevalent 
disposition among buyers being to purchase 
in a hand-to-mouth sort of way, presumably 
with a view to “taking the chances” on ob- 
taining better prices later. Prices on mixed 
paints are reported to be well maintained, and 
even at the advance a good inquiry is heard. 

The article in the Jast issue of the REPORTER 
relative to linseed oil substitutes has attracted 
some notice here, and aroused a little com- 
ment, the latter being ** more or less promis- 
cuously various,” On the whole, there seems 
to exist a suspicion—latent rather than ex- 
pressed—that the statements of the anony- 
mous “gentleman” have a foundation in fact 
rather than in poetry, and that the employ- 


ment of substitutes for linseed oil is carried- 





on to a larger extent than appears on the 
surface. 

Mr. George H. Vrooman, Secretary of the 
National Association, has kindly handed mea 
copy of the synopsis of the report of the pro- 
ceedings of the Cleveland Convention, and a 
neat edition of the Constitution and By-Laws 
af the Association. The publication has been 
unavoidably delayed, but the general distrib- 
ution has been accomplished. Mr. Vrooman 
hopes that their dissemination may prove like 
seed sown by the wayside—fruitful in a large 
crop of good results. 

DRUGS. 

Trade for the week has been decidedly more 
brisk than during the week preceding. In 
consequence, jobbers seem better satisfied and 
more hopeful. ; 

In the local market the following changes 
may be noted. Citric acid is weaker; keg lots 
are being jobbed from this point at 50c, while 
smaller quantities are selling all the way up to 
55c. Muriate cocaine is considerably weaker, 
being billed to-day as low as $5.50 per ounce, 
Quicksilver and all the salts of mercury ex- 
hibit a weaker feeling. As yet, however, local 
jobbers have made but little change in selling 
prices, although it is not unlikely that next 
week may witness a more pronounced decline, 
Turpentine is still ** booming ;”’ selling to-day 
at 57i4gc by the single barrel. To have 
prophbisied such a price six months ago 
would have subjected the pufative sayer 
to the criticisms of being a _ reckless 
fool. Shellacs have recovered from the set- 
back which proved but temporary, and are 
once more ascending. Salicylic acid is some- 
what weaker. From $1.75 at the beginning of 
the year, it bas fallen to $1.40. The advance 
in castor oil, which has been so long looked 
for, has at length given some symptoms of its 
advent; at least, the price per gallon (per bar- 
rel) has risen from 3}44c. to4c. American saf- 
fron is in excullent request, and may bé 
called very high, selling, in a jobbing way, at 
40c. Cascara sagrada is still climbing. Local 
jobbers are to-day asking 80c., and are firm 
holders. Manufacturers of the fluid extract 
of the same drug have alladvanced prices ina 
corresponding ratio. 

CHEMICALS. 

In heavy chemicals there is not much inter- 
est to be reported. Caustic soda is quite as 
firm as it was a week ago, but as regards de- 
mand, there cannot be said to be any improve- 
ment. It is surmised that some of the largest 
buyers have already gotten in at the bottom, 
to an extent which they are not disposed to 
admit. 

Blue vitriol is firmer and higher. The large 
stock held by alocal jobbing house in the drug 
trade has been exhausted, and in consequence 
manufacturers are able more nearly to dictate 
their own prices.

An Expert’s Views on the Quinine 
Situation. 


According to a promise made by the Rg- 
PORTER two weeks ago, that additional light 
would be thrown onthe problem of what it 
costs to manufacture quinine, it now presents 
the opinions of an experienced manufacturer, 
whose views are entitled to consideration and 
whose authoritative statements will give qui- 
nine speculators something to meditate over. 
The whole sutject of making quinine on the 
other side was discussed in detail and many 
matters were referred to of a financial nature 
which need not be published here as they con- 
cern only the parties directly interested. The 
result of the interview is as follows: 

“Were the statements correct as published 
in the REPORTER to the effect that two or 
three foreign quinine factories realized a 
profit last year, while others suffered a loss?” 

“You were a little premature in saying. 
that the Brunswick factory declared a divi- 
dend of 40 per cent. in 1888, as the result of 
last year’s work will not be made known until 
later. That amount was realized by the stock« 
holders in that concern in 1887, but I hardly 
think that the earnings for 1888 will reach that 
sum—probably half of it will be distributed 
among the shareholders as the result of opera- 
tions last year.” 

“How about the other factory that was al- 
leged to have made a profit from quinine?” 

“It is probably an easy matter sometimes 
for a corporation to figure out a profit, but in 
this instance the balance was on the wrong 
side, although the annual statement may have 
shown differently. A large stock of manuface 
tured product on hand may be valued above 
the actual market, you know, and appear- 
ances may be made very deceptive to reach 
desired result,”

manufacturers. A great deal depends on 
good management and the location of the 
factory. However, there can be no question 
about the cost being in excess of present 
market values. I will say thismuch. If you 
take the price of bark at one and a half pence 
per unit, the same testing three per cent. 
quinine or 48 ounces per hundred weight, the 
cost of quinine in the bark on the London 
docks would be 18°7c. per ounce, and, in addi- 
tion, it costs lic. per ounce to take the bark 
irom the London docks until the quinine is 
delivered in New York. Thus you have 20°70. 
asthe actual cost of foreign quinine put on 
the New York market. It is not necessary to 
go into further details.” 


COMPETITION ABROAD. 

“What is the nature of the competition in 
foreign markets?” 

“In Europe every manufacturer has his ter- 
ritory well defined, but in the United States 
the competition is between Zimmer, Bruns- 
wick, Gold and Silver, Mannheim, and Milan— 
s0 much as comes here of the latter, The 
Mannheim has a certain outlet on the other 
side for quinine in small packages, and the 
average price received is about lc an ounce 
more than other brands. Howard gets a spec- 
ial price in England and the colonies on the 
same merit as the P. & W., brand here. Pelle- 
tier receives an exceptional price for export, 
especially in South America and the West 
Indies, on account of the factory being long 
established. It is also protected by a duty of 
12 francs being levied on ali foreign quinine 
entering France. The Milan factory receives 
from the government 5}¢c per ounce on all the 
quinine exported, which is intended to offset 
the duty on kerosene. All foreign quinine 
pays an Italian duty of 10 francs per kilo. The 
consumption of quinine in Italy is 600,000 
ounces per annum, and that of the Italian 
government not over 15,000 ounces.” 

Considerable private information was given 
in the interview, which we are not privil- 
eged to make known, but the testimony goes 
to show that the situation is ripe for concert- 
ed action, and that instead of waiting for the 
bark market to give relief, the manufacturers 
of quinine have to solve the problem by an 
understanding to curtail production. There is 
only one difficulty in the way of foreign mak- 
ers, but that can be overcome by granting con- 
cessions which were previously declined. This 
is the first official intimation that American 
makers were interested in the last attempt to 
combine, and to get their support it is under- 
stood that the proposed compact will be iron 
clad in every particular. 


> 
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The Opium Smugglers. 

In ‘the opium smuggling case, the trial of 
which has just closed in the United States 
Court at Bismarck, Dak., the jury disagreed 
regarding the complicity of Curran, who was 
first arrested on the charge of transporting 
opium from Canada to Dakota. Curran then 
changed his plea of not guilty, to guilty of the 
charge of facilitating the transportation of 
opium, without intention, however, of wrong- 
doing. After a eonference of the attorneys 
the case against him was dismissed, and sen- 
tence on the charge to which he pleaded guilty 
was suspended. The other prisoner, Leonard, 
of Denver, to whom the opium was consigned, 
was sentenced to seventeen months in the 
penitentiary. It is believed that the action 
taken in the case of Curran indicates that he 
has furnished evidence which will lead to the 
arrest of the whole gang of opium smugglers. 

A press dispatch from San Francisco states 
that Government officers there made an im- 
portant seizure on the steamer Empire on the 
6th inst. The Empire is engaged in the coal 
trade,and came from Departure Bay. Two 
sailors, Edward Jansen and John Gaven, were 
arrested ag the smugglers. About 700 boxes of 
the stuff valued at $4,200 were seized. 








The Acid Manufacturers Interviewed. 


As stated in last week's issue of the Rr- 
PORTER, a paper hag been in circulation to 
solicit subscriptions for paying the expenses 
of a committee to petition congress for a suf- 
ficient duty on acids to protect the acid man- 
ufacturers against the importation of sul- 
phuric acid from Bnogland and Canada, 

A tour of the trade developed the fact that 
comparatively little was known about the 
movement, and that some firms declined to 
attach their signatures because foreign com- 
petition did not interfere with their trade. 

Mr. E. M. Gridley, of Gridley & Co., declined 
to talk, as the petition had not been presented 
to them and they were not interested in it. 

Mr. J. L. Morgan, Jr., stated that his firm 
was a member of the Manufacturing Chemists 
Association, and that all tariff matters per- 
taining to the chemical business were in the 
hands of aspecial committee of that associa- 
tion who could attend to the question at issue 
without the members being assisted by out- 
side sources. Under the circumstances he did 
not sign the paper, and had no knowledge why 
it should be circulated. He did not think that 
any foreig: acids were coming to New York. 

Mr. 4. D. Bower, attorney for the Dundee 
Chemical Works, said: We signed the petition 
aa @ matter of principle, as we do not consider 
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it just that any home manufacturer should be 
allowed to erect works in a foreign country. 
where labor is cheaper and pyrites near at 
hand, thus saving the freight on thesame, and 
then send the acid into thiscountry duty free, 
We understood that several more of the man- 
ufacturers had agreed to sign, being heartily 
4n favor of the proposed legislative action in 
the matter, but for some reason they have 
not yet done so, 

Several calls were made on Martin Kalb- 
fleisch's Sons, but, members of the firm being 
absent, no opinion could be obtained. 

Mr. W. H. Nichols, of Messrs. G. H. Nichols & 
Co.—""We have no interest in the petition, and 
it was not presented to us for our signature. 
As far as I am aware, the amount of sulphuric 
acid imported into this country is insignifi- 
cant, and likely to remain so, I do not think 
any intelligent manufacturer hero fears for- 
eign competition. Taking everything into 
consideration, this is the cheapest market in 
the world, which state of affairs is largely due 
toabsurd competition among the manufac- 
turers, many of whom are doubtless running 
their works at a loss. Without Government 
protection, the difficulties and cost of trans- 
portation will be sufficient to keep out foreign 
acid, unless valucs here be raised to a much 
higher figure than rules at present. If I may 
be permitted to make a suggestion to the 
gentlemen who are preparing to invade Wash- 
ington, it is that their danger lies nearer 
home, and that wisdom and forbearance, and 
not Government aid, are needed to avert it,” 

Mr. Eugene Waugh, of the Highlands Chem- 
ical Company, said: ‘I paid a visit recently to 
Providence and learned of a quantity of acid 
being received at tnat point frum Canada, 
and being sold at a price below the cost of 
manufacture in thig country. The goods 
come by tank cars, and the pyrites is close to 
the works, and these, together with cheap 
labor, give the foreign makers an advantage 
over American mannfacturers. Upon arriv- 
ing home, I made known to several parties 
what I bad found out, and the circulation of 
the petition is the outcome. The plan isto 
hold a meeting of the signers and appoint a 
committee to present the matter to Congress 
in its proper light, and we feel assured they 
will see the justice of our claim and give us 
the protection which is our just due under 
the circumstances. While the names of sev- 
eral other makers do not appear as sub- 
scribers, they have expressed themselves as 
fully in favor of the movement.” 

Mr, Alexander Guiterman, of the Fairfield 
Chemical Company.—“I am heartily in favor 
of Congress taking some action 1n this matter, 
for aithough the busivess of importing acids 
from Canada has not, as yet, reached alarm- 
ing proportions, it promises to do so, andI 
have already learned that another works is 
shortly to be erected at that place, and it is 
absolutely necessary that some immediate 
action be taken to protect our interests. The 
dominion manufacturers have the advantage 
of cheap labor, and the fact of the pyrites be- 
ing easily available also benefitsthem. Owing 
to these circumstances, they are enabled to 
ship acids to the eastern ports of this country, 
in tank cars, and sell the same at prices much 
below those which home manufacturers must 
necessarily obtain in order to realize a profit 
on their goods. I can see no reason why acids 
of a foreign make should be allowed to come 
in free, when manufacturers here are forced 
to pay a duty of 25c. un those shipped to Can- 
ada. Tbe matter has been in the hands of the 
Manufacturing Chemists’ Association ror 
some time, butas is usually the case, it has 
been allowed to go by the board and no effort 
whatever has been made to protect our inter- 
ests; hence the petition.” 

Mr. Joseph Binns.—"'I believe that immedi- 
ate steps should be taken to stop the import- 
ation of foreign acids under present vircum- 
stances, for the reason that as the matter 
now stands American manufacturers are 
laboring under disadvantages, inasmuch that 
the Canadian makers have the benefits of 
cheap labor and readily obtainable pyrites, 
and being allowed to send their product here 
duty free, are enabled to sell acids consider- 
ably less than the American makers. Under 
these circumstances, I think it but just and 
fair that we should be protected. The impor- 
tations have reached considerable propor- 
tions, I understand.”

You will note that during 
this time yonr competitor knows nothing of 
the circumstances, and although he may have 
a bill against this man, the man may pay you 
when he gets this second letter, If he had 
anything at all or expected to continue his 
business, he certainly would settle or write 
you what he would do, or make you a propos- 
ition of settlement so that the great fear 
which all of the members have of your com- 
petitor knowing anything cf your business is 
surmounted.

These names would be entered up 
in a book, and once a week or once a month a 
list of them sent out toeach member. You 
can readily see by this that if such a plan were 
adopted, and all of the members started in by 
sending these letters to parties who have been 
owing them, say two years back, and are still 
doing business, and then if they did not settle 
report these names to the club, we would soon 
be in possession of a list of names that would 
‘be very valuable tous. Our plan if found to 
work, and we think it would, would then be 
proposed to all our cluts, and we would en- 
deavor t get their co-operation and exchange 
names monthly with them. 

As to the expense we would propose that 
each firm wanting to enjoy the benefit will 
pay into a fund for this purpose the sum of 
$10 a year, which would pay the expenses of 
printing, books and postage stamps, and also 
leave sufficient to remunerate whoever would 
attend to the matter. We think it possible 
that Mr. Templeton could look after it in con- 
nection with his other duties, as all the labor 
is keeping the books and advising the members 
once a month.

Executive Committee. 


The secretary, after reading the revised re- 
port, pointed out that the only change made 
by the Executive Committee was in the sec- 
ond letter.

Mr. King stated that he had agitated the 
subject of a credit bureau in an address deliv- 
ered before the club two years ago, andal- 
though he was informed that he was acting 
prematurely in thus presenting it, and had 
been informed that the conditions were op- 
posed to its general adoption, he found, as he 
had expected, that it is now being received 
with favor and satisfaction by the members of 
theclub. He had only one abjection to the 
plan now suggested. It d to him that 
everybody who is to receive the benefits of 
the bureau should be a member of the club. 
He did not think it right that these benefits 
should be extended to outsiders. Within a 
few days he had received visits from parties 
in the trade, not members of this club, who 
wanted information regarding certain names 
on his books. Asa matter of-courtesy he had 
given the desired information, but he thought 
that if this bureau was to be madea really 
valuable institution, all benefits to be derived 
from it should be confined to members.

Worthless Fertilizers. 

A bill is now pending in the New York Leg- 
islature to build a laboratory and establish at 
the agricultural experiment station, a com- 
plete system for testing the value of all of the 
immense variety of fertilizers manufactured 
aud sold within the borders of this state. Mr. 
W. W. Wright, one of the controllers of the 


station, says that there is no doubt that some 
manufacturers and dealer in fertilizers are 
selling worthless phosphates without being 
aware of it. This is evident by the fact that a 
proprietor of a large establishment near 
Binghampton, voluntarily sent a sample to 
Dr.Sturtevant,asking him to make a thorough 
test, and send him a certificate. The doctor 
did so, and certified that bi; phosphate had 
only a trace of fertilizing matter, and was not 
worth a dollar a ton. 

In every other state which maintains Expert- 
ment Stations or Agricultural Colleges, such 
tests are provided for by law, but in New York 
you have to guess at the article purchased or 
rely on certificates, which are about as equally 
procured for a totally worthless and fraudu- 
lent article.as for the best. Since fertilizers 
, came into general use, the following story is 
vouched for by the highest authority: Some 
parties discovered what they claimed to be a 
vein of quartz rock in New Hampshire con- 
, taining gold in paying quantities. “Enterpris- 
* ing Yankees put up a stamp mill, quarried the 
rock and crushed enormous quantities of it 
before it was discovered that there was some 
mistake about it,and there were really no gold 
there. Of course, the pretended mine was op- 
erated no longer, and‘ the “‘tailings,, (as they 
are termed in mining regions) were left tosuch 
changes as the atmosphere gencrally works 
in such material. By and by another genious 
discovered that the crushed rock was cae 















mously valuable asa fertilizer. The tlecessary 
certificates were forthwith produced, and it 
was extensively apvertised with a taking name 
for the brand. It was put up in barrels and 
sent far and near, and readily sold at twenty- 
five tothirty dollars a ton. After enormous 
quantities of this worthless stuff had been 
sold, the in was discovered, the infal- 
lible test of scientific analysis was applied, and 
it turned out that it was of no more value asa 
fertilizer than the barren sands of the sea- 
shore.

Lard oil is lower, being quoted at 60c for 
prime city, but the situation looks favorable 
for an early recovery. 

Elaine oil remains steady at 59@42c per gallon 
according to quantity, and saponified oil is 
quoted 5@5l¢c, with sales of 200 bbis at a frac- 
tion under 5c. It is doubtful about holders 
releasing additional stocks at the inside price 

Crude sperm and whale oils are firmly held 
at previous figures of 75c forsperm and 45c for 
whale oil f. 0. b. at New Bedford, without 
business. Exporters are keeping out of the 
market. Retined grades are selling moderately 
well at the advanced vaiucs. 

Whalebone is nominal at $3 45@3 50 per B for 
Arctic, but no business has been reported for 
aweek. The total stock on hand of all grades 
is placed at 188,000 be. 

There is more activity in pressed grades of 
menhaden oil, and buyers are disposed to an- 
ticipate wants owing to future probabilities 
favoring holders, Pressers are making quiet 
inquiries about the comparatively small 
amount of crude in first hands, but there are 
no indications of business.

Oll Cake. 


According to the views of some shippers, 
the bottom has not been reached in the oil 
cake market.

24.00 for New York delivery. but it is claimed 
that $22.00 would be difficult to obtain here. 

At New Or- 
leans $21.00 is bid per long ton for cottonseed 
cake and $22.50 is asked for meal, which seems 
strange under the present circumstances.

He would suggest 
that the right of any manufacturer to hold 
and control his trade mark be secured to 
him, and with this in view he had drawn upa 
resolution which he would offer for the con- 
sideration of the club. The resolution was as 
follows: 

“WHEREAS, Members of the paint, oil and 
varnish trade, are cognizant of the fact that 
owners of trade marks and special brands bave 
not enjoyed the sole privileges and rights 
which were their due. herefore t 

** Resol hat it is the sense of this organi- 
zation that a committee be appointed to pre- 
pare a plan by which all paint and varnish 
manufacturers may have the rrivilege of 
ba apne | their respective brands and trade 
marke. and that doing so in accordance with 
rules and regulations ratified by this club will 
be sufficient to hold inviolate to every owner 
their trade marks and brands.” 

Mr. Pierce asked how the adoption of that 
resolution would act upon manufacturers who 
are not members of the club. Some time ago, 
he said his firm got outa brand which proved 
very satisfactory, but after it had been on the 
market two yearsanother firm claimed prior 
right to the trade mark and his house was com- 
pelled to give it up. They adopted another 
name in its place and that too was claimed by 
another firm. He would like to know what 
would be the effect of this resolution if the 
second firm was not a member of this club. 

Mr. King thought that the New York Paint, 
Oil and Varnish C.ub had exerted a greater in- 
fluence for good than any other similar organ- 
ization; he claimed that the broad 
questions of trade policy were born in 
New York and that as a result of 
their discussion here, they had been taken up 
elsewhere and the resulting action had been 
of the greatest advantage and benefit to the 
tradethroughoutthe country. If this reso- 
lution were adopted by the club, he believed 
it would eventually secure to all manufactu- 
rers the uninterrupted use of their trade 
marks. 

Mr. Eger opposed the adoption of the reso- 
lution on the ground that what was sought to 
be effected by it was already amply provided 
for by trade mark laws of the United States. 

Mr. David Prince then addressed the meet- 
ing as follows, his remarks being received 
with applause and other marks of approval: 

“Mr. President.—I wish to say a few words 
upon the subject of trade marks. While the 
discussion upon the matter of credits and bad 
debts was under way, I remained silent, for I 
am one of the fortunate persons who have 
had very few bad debts, my customers asa 
rule paying up honorably and promptly, and 
our losses in this way have been very small; 
but when you speak of trade marks, you 
touch a very tender spot with me, and with 
every manin the paint, oil and varnish busi- 
ness, for every man is interested in some way 
inatrade mark. It may be his own good 
name, orthat of his firm or corporation, or 
some arbitrary name affixed to a product that 
he wishes tosell, and that he hopes the good 
reputation attached thereto may be a source 
of profit to himself, his children and his grand- 
children. On this point we area unit; we 
want protection—not only the meager protec- 
tion afforded by the law, but the strong and 
powerful protection afforded by public opin- 
ion. Weeach have our own private opinion 
upon this matter, and this should be expressed 
and crystallized until it becomes public opin- 
ion. Shakespeare says: ‘He that steals my 
purse, steals trash. ‘Twas mine, ’tis his,and 
soon may be another’s; but he that robs me of 
my good name, takes that which cannot en- 
rich him, andleaves me poor indeed.’ And 
this applies as strictly to a trade mark as toa 
good name. 

“We have heard gentlemen here to-night, 
state that in the course of their business they 
had adopted a trade mark for an article they 
made, not knowing that it had been used be- 
‘fore, or was in use‘then, and found out after- 
ward that this trade mark had been used by 
some other party, and was claimed by them; 
that when they were satisfied of this, they nad 
given up and abandoned the use of this trade 
mark, although it would have beena source 
of profit if they had continued its use. All 
honor to such men; they have given a good 
example of mercantile honor, and one that all 
should be glad tofollow. We are told that 
‘ignorance of the law excuses no man,’ and 
yet weare all ignorant about the laws, and 
could not become famiiiar with them if all 
our time was given to their study. So any 
one may be ignorant that a certain trade 
mark is already the property of an- 
other, and innocently adopt and _ use 
it, but when he learns that it already be- 
longs to some one else, as an honorable 
man he will at once discontinue- its use. A 
trade-mark only becomes valuable after long 
years of anxious thought aud hard labor. It 
is a symbol that distinguishes one man’s goods 
from another, and gives a higher value to an 
article as it becomes largeiy known, and the 
article connected with it is recognized as 
uniformly valuable and desirable; and, in 
time, this intangible thing becomes worth to 
the owner possibly hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. We should do all in our power to 
protect each other in the possession and en- 
joyment of such rights. None of us would 
stand idly by and see a person robbed of hig 
watch or purse. Why should we gay nothing 
and do nothing if we see anyone robbed of hid 





property by a counterfeit of his trade-mark? 
Shall we stand still and do nothing, or only 
say, ‘Am I my brother's keeper?’ Let us re- 
member this question was asked by Cain when 
trying to evade the consequences of his crime. 
No! It is our duty as honest men to de- 
nounce the man who attempts to defraud the 
public and the proprietor by selling any arti- 
cle branded with a counterfeit trade-mark. 
If we find a man in possession of counterfeit 
money we feel bound at once to prevent him 
passing it; aud if we find a man dealing in 
counterfeit goods, we should stop it, if possi- 
ble, and have no business dealings with such a 
person who wilfully and knowingly deals in 
such goods. This is a matter where the injury 
of one is the injury of all, for the man why 
pirates my trade-mark to-day may pirate 
yours to-morrow. Let us stand by one an- 
other; separately each man can do but little; 
united we are strong, and can help and sup- 
port one another's interest, until dealing in 
counterfeit goods in our business shall be as 
disreputable and dsngerous as dealing in 
counterfeit coin. I am in favor of having all 
our trade-marks registered in some way that 
every member of the trade may know the 
trade-mark of every other house, and be able 
to recognize the counterfeit, and each of us 
should give to the other the protection we 
seek for ourselves, while for those men who 
deal in goods with counterfeit trade-marks, as 
producers or consumerse—for them there 
should be, from every member of our club, 
the tongue of scorn to lash the rascals naked 
through the world.” 


Mr. King stated that he had not offered the 
resolution in the expectation that it would be 
acted upon at once. He desired that the leaven 
should work. Since there had been opposition 
raised to the resolution he would withdraw it. 

Mr. Eger thought Mr. King had misappre- 
hended his remarks. He agreed with him that 
one firm should not adopt the trade mark of 
another, but objected to putting on the re- 
cords of the club, a matter that would be a 
dead letter. 

After some diseussion of extending the 
membership of the club by admitting dealers 


not heretofore considered eligible, the meet- ; 


ing adjourned.

The English Petroleum Markets. 


Tondon.—Since our last monthly summary 
the statistical position of the articl> at this 
port has been altered somewhat in favor of 
importers, as, instead of a surplus of 60,00 
bbis, there is now a difference of only 16,700 
Dbis, and this has been owing chiefly to the 
lighter arrivals, which have been 63,0(0 bbis, in 
Heu of 107,000 blis in 1888, the deliveries not 
having been more than up to their former 
level. The market has been rather unsettled 
during February, the trade often being unde- 
cided as ito what course to pursue—whether, ] 
as holders, to stand out for higher prices, or, 
as buyers, to keep aloof as much as possible— 
and in the prevailing uncertainty large opera- 
tions have been precluded. On the whole, 
importers have been more inclined tosell than 
to hold back, and as the dealers have not been 
80 eager to lay ina stock as they were when 
the shortest and darkest days had to be faced, 
a degree of weakness has been experienced 

- which has led to lower prices, particularly for 
Russian Oil—a description that has been more 
pressed forward than any other. At first the 
value was 534d. to 574d. and 6d. per gallon, ac- 
cording to date of delivery, but afterwards, 
when the drop took place, 5544. to 534d. were 
the quotations—5i4d. for March-April, and 
5344. to 514d. for September-December deliy-

Storage of Petroleum in Liverpool. 


Owing to the efforts of the Liverpool Stor- 
age Company, it is said that the import of pe- 
troleum to Liverpwol for years past has been 
on a very extensive scale. The chief stores of 
this company are at the Birkenhead Docks, 
where they have accommodations for some- 
thing like 80,000 barrels, in addition to which 
they have large storage accommodation at the 
railway arches, Bootle. Their chief piace of 
storage, however, is near the Morpeth Doek, 
where tank steamers full of petroleum are be- 
ing almost continually discharged. An idea 
of the extent of the operations of the compa- 
ny may be gathered from the fact that from 
July, 1887, up tothe present time the compa- 
ny have landed from tank steamers about 72,- 
00 barrels in bulk, all this being Russian pe- 
troleum alone. The total number of barrels 
handled in 1887 was 83,000; in 1886, 90,000; in 1885, 
143.257; 1884, 88,240: 1883, 148,836; 1882, 180,500; 
1881, 139.644; 1880, 89,417; 1879, 90,525: 1878, 101,439; 
1877, 60,000, and 1875, 30,000. The most of these 
quantities has been discharged from tank ves- 
selsinthe Birkenhead Docks, and issucha 
way that there is not the slightest danger 
from fire from leakage, whilst the quays of 
the Dock in which the vessels lie are kept so 
free from the oil that no one would suspect 
that the discharge of such an inflammable car- 
go as petroleum is going on. An underground 
pipe conveys the oil from the vessel to the 
stores where the oil is barrelled, and the bar- 
rels are afterwards dispatched by rail, without 
as much as a single drop of oil being spilled on 
or above the quay. The work is thus expedi- 
tiously and satisfactorily carried out, without 
danger or risk to the shipping or other pro- 
perty in the neighborhood,

Cinchona in Java. 


The director of the Government Cinchona 
plantations in Java in the course of his report 
for 1887, points out that the future of chin- 
chona culture must be looked for principally 
in leaving new plantations untouched until 
the trees have fully matured, and in the con 
versation of old plantations. Thus, in the year 
under review, the original Ledgcriana planta- 
tion at Tjinjiroean, which is twenty-one years 
old, yielded a crop, by thinning the trees, of 
5,283 kilos. bark, containing an average of 6.15 
quinine alkaloid, and equalling 8.27 per cent. 
sulphate of quinine. Experiments show that 
the Shuhkraft variety, as well as the plants 
raised in 1882 from the best Calisaya’seed from 
the Mapira plantations in Bolivia, are of no use 
for cultivation in the Preanger districts. On 
the other hand, bark obtained from C. Pita- 
yensis trees five years old yielded 4.85 per cent. 
of pure quinine; and the cultivation of this 
variety is, therefore, recommended for alti- 
tudes too high for the successful cultivation 
of the most valuable varity vm. C, Ledger- 
iana.

Bisulphide of Carbon.

3rd. Very old seed can be thoroughly ex- 
traoted, wheress with benzine only a portion 
of the oil is recoverable. 

The following are the oils mostly worked by 
this process: 

Palm kernelsand copra, the cocoanut oil 
obtained being whiter than that obtained by 
pressure. The material must be gronnd 
through rollers, or a disintegrater,to a coarse 
meal before extraction. 

Linseed and rapeseed do not work well by 
themselves, as they contain so much albumen, 
and should be mixed with sawdust to keep 
the mass open when “steaming off.” 

Cottonseed,—The Egyptian contains 3 to 4 
per cent. more oil than the American. The 
seeds are also very richin albumen. At Mar- 
seilles, the American press-cakes are extracted 
with bisulphate of carbon, the oil from which 
makes a slightly green soap, which is much es- 
teemed. 

Castor Bean.—The oil obtained by extrac- 
tion isa much stronger purgative than that 
obtained by pressure. 

Olive.—From the press-cake, after the third 
pressing, in southerr Italy alone, about 3,000 
tons of coal are annually recovered, with a 
loss of from one-half to three-quarters of a 
per cent. of solvent on the qaantity of mater- 
ial operated upon. 

The following tables giving the average 
amount of oil, etc., contained in the seeds and 
the cakes after pressure, will be found of in 


terest: 
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Paraffine and wo refuse, meat and fish 
scrap are also de-greased in a similar manner 
by the flowing process, but the extraction of 
bones requires somewhat different treatment, 
as this process does not permit of perfect re- 
covery of the grease. The treatment with the 
solvent takes place therefore either under 
pressure or “in vacuo,” in a specially con- 
structed apparatus, one of the latest forms 
giving such good results, as to leave less than 
1% per cent. of grease in the bones, against, 
about 10 per cent. left by the usual metnod of 
steaming or boiling. The nitrogen and phos- 
phates are not decreased or affected in any 
way. The melting-point of the grease ob- 
tained by a solvent is two to three degrees 
higher than of that from boiling or steaming. 
WOOL WASHING AND SCOURING. 
Wool, as it grows on the back of the animal,

is nourished by a seeretion from the glands of 





the skin, which is technically known as the 
“yolk.” It serves the purpose of matting the 
wool together, so as to form for the animal a 
protection against wet and cold, and the quan- 
tity is greater in the finer qualities of wool 
than in the coarser. 

The following is an average analysis of air- 
dry raw wool:

Before manufacturing, or dyeing, all these 
impurities, amounting to nearly one-half of 
the weight of the wool, must be got rid of; for 
on their complete removal greatly depends 
the success of the dyer and manufacturer. 

The newest and most economical methods 
which are practised on the Continent, are by 
first steeping in warm water, which dissolves 
the “sweat” and dirt; the further treatment 
of which liquid will be referred to later on, 
The wool is then “scoured” by the help of 
soap, or weak alkaline solutions, to remove 
the “fat,” which is not soluble in water. It is 
for this latter purpose that bisulphide of car- 
bon might be substituted, with advantage. 

Professor Hummel, of Leeds, in his work 
The Dyeing of Textile Fabrics, says: “In mod- * 
ern times other agents of a volatile naturé- 
and capable of dissolving fatty substances, 
have been proposed, and to some extent emi- 
ployed; e. g., ether, light petroleum oil, bisul- 
phide of carbon, &c., and it is by no means 
improbable thatsome member of this Glass 
will form the wool cleansing agent of the 
future. Scouring with volatile liquids ismore 
advantageous than the alkaline method, be- 
cause it deprives the wool more completely of 
its wool-fat. and the injurious effect of the 
alkalies is entirely removed.” 

One of the most recent improvements * * * 
consists of an enclosed “hydro-extractor,” in 
which the wool is placed and treated with bi, 
sulphide of carbon. The novelty of the pro- 
cess isthe method by which the solvent is 
expelled; hitherto, it has been attempted by 
heat, but this discolors the wool, causing it to 
turn yellow. So when the solvent issaturated 
with wool-fat, the bydro-extractor is put in 
motion, which wrings out the greater portion 
the remainder being removed from the wool 
by washings with cold water, which replaces 
all the solvent. The operation only takea 
about twenty minutes, and at each one about 
160 pounds of raw wool can be treated, 

The bisulphide of carbon containing the 
wool fat and the water containing the wool 
sweatand dirt in solution, are run into a res- 
ervoir, the former from its gravity falling to 
the bottom, from which it is removed toa 
still, to be distilled from the fat and used over 
again. The water which contains all the 
sweat originally in the wool, can be treated in 
the usual way for obtaining them. It may 
thus be seen that by this process, wool can be 
cleaned by one operation froma its impuri- 
ties more speedily, thoroughly and cheaply, 
than by any other known process. 

It may not be out of place here to refer to 
the manufacture of potash from the wool 
sweat, which has been profitably carried on 
for some years in France, Germany and Bel- 
gium, for though not directly connected with 
bisulphide of carbon, it is of such magnitude 
as to be of primary importance to all inter- 
ested in the production of wool, : 

The water containing the dirt and sweat ob- 
tained either in the usual way or from the 
process just before mentioned, is evaporated 
to dryness, the residue heated in retorts; the

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_ Petroleam Reminiscenses and Early 
: Oil Refining. 


*  1¢is a email matter to take note cf the first 
five gallons of petroleum that appeared in 
New York market asthe entering wedge or 
foundation of the great commerce that was to 


Not but that petroleum had at various times 
and in various parts of the earth been put for- 
ward for utilization, especially for light, but 
it was always so obnoxious from its want of 
purity andso objectionable from itsabundant 
particles of carbon and production of smoke 
and so offensive of odor as well as so impos- 
sible of control and regulation as an illumina- 
tor, that the pubiic had always declined to 
receive and adopt it after may brief trials in 
the different localities where it was known to 
exist. These insurmountable difficulties had 
always debarred it from general or popular 
use all through the centuries, even before the 
time when it was burned in the streets of Ba- 
bylon for illumination to do honor to the tri- 
umphal entry of Alexander into thecon- 
querred city. | 

» But these five gallons obtained from Taren- 
' tum, via Pittsburg, the product of the historic 
salt and amber oil well marked the transition 
period. The initial point that was to success- 
fully transform this obnoxious nuisance to a 
thing of utility, of comfort, and of commer- 
cial importance to the civilized world,and that 
would thereafter greatly enhance the indurg- 
tries and the prosperity of the United States, 

This five gallons of petroleum had been dis- 
tilled in a little druggist’s still in the city of 
Allegheny, Pennsylvania. It was sold for me- 
dicinal purposes by the firm of Nevin, Mac- 
keown & Co., druggists: Samuel and James 
Kier, and by Dr. Keyzer all of Pittsburg, and 
had been widely advertised and distributed 

* and distributed over the country. under the 
‘ames of “Mustang Liniment” and “Seneca 
Oil.” This small sample was sent to New 
York after it was learned it would burn in 
lard oil and fluid lamps, and that it was so 
used in cellars, foundries, &c., where odor and 
smoke were not regarded tufa limited extent, 
and with the impression that he might by ex- 
periment so purify it as to fit it for light in 
human dwellings. 1ts promoter entered upon 
the enterprise, that after many difficulties, 
ended in success. 

This tin can of petroleum was delivered by 
Adams Express Co., (first having been packed 
in a box stuffed with straw) in the office of the 
Hudson Mills, 70 Water street, and‘ opened in 
the presence of Samué| and Charles Van Ben- 
schoten, rice dealers, D. C. Ripley and A. San- 
ger of the Hudson Mills,all row living,and J.H. 
Trumbull, dead, and the writer. When th 
lid of the box was removed, from leakage of 
the can, the straw was found to be svturated 
and an awful odor diffused itself through the 
Office nauseating to all and the offensive box 
of oil was speedily dragged out upon the side- 
walk and the office thrown open for thorrough 
ventilation. 

This was in the month of November, 1867. 

After many further tests as to its illuminat- 
ing properties in the lard oil camphene and 
fluid jamps then in use, the experimenter had 
faith enough in the intrinsic value of the stuff 
to lead him to contract for two-thirds of the 

‘yield of the Trenton well, assumed at three 
thousand barrels per year, as has before been 
explained and a copy of the origina! contract 
has been published in the “ Reporter.” 

While the conditions of this contract were 

being negotiated, the first shipment of this oil. 
consisting of two barrels contaiving 8434 gal- 
‘Tons at 6 cts. per gallon was received in New 
York on December 12th, 1827. The contract 
‘was not finally exccuted until July, 1858, as the 
parties supplyirg the oil had so little faith in 
eventual succese, that toinsure payment, am- 
ple security had to be given them in the shape 
of a collateral mortgage on two valuable lots 
in the City of Brooklyn. The arrival of these 
two Sarrels of oil was at once found to be a 
large sized elephant. Thetruckman and every 
other individual that came in contact with it 
held their noses and cxpressed tho greatest 
disgust for the awful smeii that attended it. 

It was at first, and for along time thereafter 
shipped in second hand wooden-hooped whis- 
key barrels, coated inside with shellac-soluble 
glass, or glue, but all coatings were alike, vain 
to prevent leakage, hence the intolerable odor 
from the escaping oil. 

With great difficulty storage was obtained in 
@ portion of a cellar in Water street that ex- 
tended in vault-like form in a projection un- 
der the sidewalk. This was shut off from the 
main celiar,andan open grating in the side- 
walk overhead gave escape to the nauseous 
odor, which even startled the people passing 
over the grating in the street, and by theo re- 
moval of the grating the oil was poured into 
a convenient can below, and the oil emptied 
from the street above by turning the barre! 
with open bung downwards. 

The second instalment under the contract, 
which called fcr kly deliveries, was re- 
ceived on December 18, 1857, consisting of five 
darrels of 21034 gallonj. The third lot came to 
hand on December 234, numbering five barrels 

| nd containing 2104 gallons; making in al! 
. twelve barrels of petroleum of 500% gallons, 
which 1d the sum total of the business 
in m cajied * Carbon Oil” for the year 
16 7, and should so appear in official statistics 
BG reports of -the business in petroleum, 


which thus had its first entry into the com- 
mercial world, 

This oil was delivered either by the old Penn- 
sylvania Canal from Tarentum to Pittsburg, 
or rafted and fioated down the Allegheny 
River to the Pennsylvania Raiiroad, thence to 
the Camden and Amboy Railroad, Philadel- 
phia, which landed it in New York sometimes 
by rail and sometimes by canal boat at a 
freight of about $2.50 per barrel. 

These details are of historic interest as they 
mark the very first beginnings of the great 
petroleum industry, and illustrate the won- 
derful progress of the business during a period 
of but little over 30 years,from a few barrels to 
millions annually. In no other country in the 
world could such wonderful developments 
have been made, and, yet we are critical and 
unsorious toward the very iustrumentalities 
that have brought about these grand results. 

The oi), as thus received, was asimple unre- 
fined distillate very imperfectly distilled, be- 
ing the whole product of the crude oil with no 
separation into parts whatever, the still em- 
ployed being scarcely of one barrel capacity, 
and the oil is thus referred to in G. W. Gess- 
ner’s work on coal and petroleum oils, 

“An oil for lamps called ‘carbon oil’ was in- 
troduced into the New York market by A. C. 
Ferris, Esq.. in 1857. It was at first sold after 
being distilled, but not treated, but was after- 
ward refined.” With the oll as thus described 
the petroleum business originated. 

At first it was advertised as an oil that would 
net explode (and special stress was laid upon 
this quality of the oil) and when burned in 
lard fluid or camphene lamps would be found 
much cheaper than gas. [t was sold at first in 
very small quantities as it smelled badly and 

smoked worse, but a great many accidents 
were constantly occurring from the use of 
fluids; lives were being sacrificed and a great 
deal of property being destroyed by fire occa- 
sioned by the ignition and explosion of the 
dangerous fluids and the pubiic demand was 
emphatic for something more eafe. 

Coal oils were being introduced but had not 
become a marked success, and before they had 
attained to perfect combustion and smoke- 
less and odorless ignition they were supersed- 
ed by the discoveries of petroleum on Oil 
Creek and eleewhere. The coal oil burner as 
then in existence was experimented with in 
burning the “carbon oil” but did not give the 
required satisfaction. Finally a burner was 
made under instructions by Mr. E. Miller of 
Meriden, Conn., that attained very good re- 
sults. Aburner was also invented and pat- 
ented by Col. Jones of the Massachusetts 6th 
Regiment, some of whom gave their lives in 
Baltimore, on their way to defend Washing- 
ton, for their country, Col. Jones was one of 
the first purchasers of the new oil for his busi- 
ness in Boston, where he was its pioneer, but 
he is now best known as the popular Lieut. 
Governor of the State of New York.—*‘Jones 
he pays the freight.” Dietz of New York was 
also a successful pionecr in burners and scien- 
tific apparatus for uses with the new oil. But 
the introduction of the burner specialiy madc 
and adapted to the oil after careful experi- 
ment gave ite first successful impulse and in- 
troduction for domestic and other uses. 

Having after much tribul-tion reached this 
modified degree of success the result was that 
quite a demand sprung up for the oil and the 
projector sent out bis agents with small lamps 
in their hands and ahalf gallon can of the new 
oil to visit stores and other places of business 
in the city and in the surrounding towns. They 
would place the lamp on the counter where 
permitted and lighting it explained it to the 
proprietor and to his customers as they en- 
tered the store and won their good opinion 
and excited their wonder by an exbibition of 
the light, the perfection of its control in rais- 
ing and lowering the wick and the tlame, the 
economy of turning the light low with ite 
emall consumption of oil and yet a preserva- 
tion of flame and above all by his circulars and 
his own statements that this oil was obtained 
hundreds of feet down below the surface of 
the earth in the solid rock. They were also 
instructed to send (with the permission of the 
store keeper) five gallons or less of the oil with 
afew lamps, &c., to be accounted for when 
sold by the merehant or received back again 
if unsvuld, the expenses to be paid by the ship- 
per. But the old records of the business thus 
engineered under difficulties, show to-day 
many lots of ojl and lamps returned with bilis 
of expenses upon his hands. Asan instance of 
the way the agent and his oil was received, 
one of them entered a store in Coscot, Conn., 
of which a very respected citizen of the name 
of Brush was proprietor. He was much in- 
terested with the new oil, sat down with the 
agent, a young man, and with mucb pleasure 
manipulated the flame and approved the light. 
Finally, with much caution he permitted the 
agent to enter a memorandum on his book 
to send him a small invoice of oil and lamps to 
be accounted for if sold, or otherwise he was 
to be reimbursed for any expense incurred. 

Then he rose up, and in a genial, fatherly 
way pioffered the young man this advice: 
‘Young man, you are just setting out in Jife; 


‘permit me to say to you that honesty ig the 


best policy. This new oil of-yours appears to 
be a good article for light. If it proves so, 
you will succeed in creating a business and 
demand for it without trying to help the sale 
by an imposition on the public of that awful 
lie you are telling—that this oil comes out of 





the earth by boring a hole hundreds of feet 





decp down in the solid rocket.” The proprie- 
tor himself travelled as a drumtmer through 
Connecticut, New York State and as far 
south us Charleston, introducing his oil in 
many places in sample quantities during 1858, 
and secured customers enough to create quite 
acouthern trade in the oil and lamps, that 
netted him a heavy loss at the outbreak of the 
war, his trade having extended to New Or- 
leans, 

But while the oil met with a ready sale after 
introduction, in some places, ere long serious 
complaints began to be numerous, of many 
kinds, and fora time threatened an untimely 
and unprofitable termination to the whole en- 
terprise, 

They were manifested in three different di- 
rections: The light, after- being burned with 
success for a time, would begin to droop and 
fude; would crust the wick; give forth an 
offensive odor and smoke, and finally refuse 
to burn when the lamp was about half empty, 
anlit was necessary then to refill it again 
with oil. The same result would then follow, 
but much sooner the next time. Next, the 
color of the oil, which when first distilicd was 
of an orange or lemon color, speedily dark- 
ened toa dirty, dingy brown color, This was 
a very disagreeable color to exhibit in a glass 
lamp. And, lastly, the diffusive. odor of the 
oil where several lamps were in use in the 
house, speedily became offensive and by its 
penetrative properties so permeated the 
whole residence, that on entrance the great- 
est stranger at once was impressed by the 
“horrid smell.” 

Meantime much curiosity had been excited 
during 1858 and 1859, in reference to the intro- 
duction of this new oil, joined to the strange 
story of its origin deep down in the rocks of 
the earth. @ 

Many papers of the day were discussing it, 
aud scientific investigators were calling in 
numbers at the store, now removed to 181 
Water street, for information, to witness its 
burning and to obtain samples for their mine- 
ral collections and for the chemist’: labora- 
tory. Many colleges and other institutions 
were thus supplied with samples of the oil. 
Finally, the throng of investigators and curi- 
osity seekers became so numerous afd so in- 
quisitive, that the rear of the store on the 
first floor was fenced off by a railing, and as 
business was constantly interrupted, a young 
man by the name of G. Werts, of Newark, was 
employed to take his position at the rail. The 
visitors were requested to fall into line, single 
file, and each one in turn was courteously at- 
tended to. The many very curious and some- 
times absurd questions were answered as far 
as possible, and Mr. Werts, who was an affable 
and well-informed young man, was often 
taxed tothe utmost of his ability, and had 
reason often to realize that it is easier to ask 
questions than it is to answer them. 

The sale of the first barrel of oil was made 
to the retail grocers Stout & Hand of South 
Brooklyn at 70c per gallon, in December, 1857. 

They are therefore entitied tothe credit of 
having bceu the purchasers of the first barrel 
of petroleum ever sold for illuminating pur- 
poses in the United States. As the quantity 
of ojl attainable was limited and the use of it 
was extending notwithstanding these difii- 
culties the price was gradually advanced until 
near the period when Oil Creek deposits were 
developed, it commanded two dollars per gal- 
lond, and this remunerate price wus what led 
to and stimulated the eflorts to obtain petro- 
leum from Oil Creek and elsewhere. 

Yet it became evident that the quality of the 
oil must be improved, and that these well 
founded complaints must be remedied by a 
better, lighter color, better odor and more 
perfect ignition and combustion or the busi- 
ness would be continally hampered by ex- 
penses on returned lots of oil ond dissatisfied 
customers to be constantly conciliated. 

The trouble caused by the drooping and ex- 
tinguishment of the flame was evidently 
caused by the absence of a volatile element 
in the constituents of the amber crude oil 
which was evidenced by the absence of naph- 
tha and the exceeding high fire test of the 
crude oilas given by the analysis of Prof. 
Torry at 430° Fahrenheit. A remedy was 
sought for this defect for along time by the 
. dmixture of some other oll and many kinds 
were tried without the desired success being 
attained until by experiment, it was discover- 
ed that commercial! rosin oil several times dis- 
tilled, mixed in certain percentages with the 
distillate remedied this defect and caused the 
flame to “hold up” till the oilinthe lamp was 
all consumed burning away also more slowly 
and with a decided advantage in the quality 
of the light. 

This successful use of rosin oil led also, dur- 
the war when spirite of turpentine command- 
ed from the blockade of the southern ports, 
two and a half to three dollars per gallon, to 
the introduction by the writer of @ substitute 
composed of rosin and crude petroleum distil- 
led and refined which made an excellent tur- 
pentine and which he sold largely at one do)- 
lar per gallon,and euch a substitute,as made at 
that time, has some advantages! over the genu- 
ine turpentine,and was fully tested by practical 
use on the panel work of what is now the 
United States Treasury building in Wall street, 
and elsewhere. Eventually, also, he was 
granted a United States patent for an illumi. 
nating oil thus compounded, that had a fire

Buyers supply their wants as they occur, and 
prices are unchanged at $1.15@1.174 for Rus- 
sian, and 32@33c for Chinese. 

Crade glycerine shows no further change, 
the nominal quotations being 1244@12c, 
Refined is quiet but firm at 20c in drums and 
barrels, and 2034@23c in cases. 

Insect powder is moving freely on orders for 
both prompt and future delivery. Prices are 
maintained at the former range of 35@4é5c as 
to brand and quantity. 

Japan wax is quiet and the quotation of 
10% is nominal. Large buyers could probably 
Ao a little better. 

Nitrate of strontia is doing better as the 
result of the report of a European syndicate, 
published exclusively in these columns last 
week, and which was the first intimation of 
such a thing most people in the trade 
here had received. There has been a 
considerable inquiry for large lots -of 
the chemical during the last three days, 
but as the supply here is limited and in 

few bands, holders are not willing to sell ex- 
cept in a small way, awaiting further develop- 
ments by the reported syndicate. Quotations 
have not changed, 9@954c as to quantity still 
being the nominal asking priccs, 

Lycopodium is not yet beginning to move in 
a large.way.

Pure castile soap is beginning to urrive. Thre 
hundred boxes came in last week, but as the 
bulk of the lot had been sold previously it had 
no effect upon spot prices.

We note sales of 5,000 lbs 
at 68@Wc. The available supply is now con- 
trolled by dealers, there baving been further 
gales from first hands, on the spot and to ar- 
rive, the full particulars of which were not 
made public. At the close the market 
was firmer, the jobbing quotations being 
BSc for Hamburg, 58@6Cc for Centra. 
American, 65c for Maranham, 7c for 
Para and Angostura. Bulsam fir is dull and 
neminal, while for Peru and tolu there isa 
fair jobbing demand at the former range of 
prices. 

Barks. 

The market for barks is in most particulars 

substantial'y in the same condition as at this 


which is the subject of special attention is, as 
usual, cascara sagrada, but even in that busi- 
ness has been on a limited scale, owing to 
the very restricted offerings. Since we 
last wrote 8c has been paid for 
true California, but only small quantities 
have been procurable. There has been fur- 
ther business in low grades, including sales of 
1,200 Ibs, at 22c. 

: Essential Olis. 

There have been few changes in prices in 
this department and little improvement in the 
demand. Cassia oil has been active and stocks 
have been further concentrated. The market 
is higher and closes with an upward tendency. 
Sales of 250 cases, spot and to arrive are re- 
ported on private terms. Holders here ask 
9c. and London is cabled 389d. Peppermint 
oll is dull and the tendency is in buyers’ favor. 
Sassafras oil advanced to 47c early in the 
week, and a considerable business, from re- 
ceiver's hands, was tone at that figure. Sub- 
sequently increased receipts, as the result of 
the recent favorable weather for producing 
the oil,.caused a reaction, and at the close 46c 
was again quoted by first hands, the jobbing 
price being 47@48c. 

Fiowers. 

Most of the articles on the list are moving 
toa fair extent on jobbing orders, and prices 
throughout show no appreciable change.

General trade is fair but does not exceed 
jobbing proportions. Chicle is an exception 
being in increased demand with large sales re- 
ported at 36c, the market being firmer. Cam- 
phor has declined to 28c in barrels, owing to 
the pressure to sell the stock of the Boston 
liouse which recently failed. The mucilaginous 
gums present no fresh features of interest, 
prices being steady under a moderate jobbing 
demand from consumers,

Buffalo’s Petroleum Fever. 

The Buffalo Express has been overnauling 
the musty records of corporations formed in 
that city for the purpose of developing the oil 
fields and gives the following interesting ac- 
count of the oil fever prevalent in that city in 
1865 and 1866: . 

Several times in the annals of this city has 
the speculative spirit taken a firm grip upon 
the minds of our people, but only once has 
the disposition to risk much in the hope of 
great gain been more than a sectional orclass 
movement. 

The notable exception was in 1865 when the 
great Pennsylvania oil field first gave evidence 
of the vast liquid wealth which lay beneath its 
unpromising landscape, and sent spouting into 
the air geysers Of crude petroleum, when the 

efined product was worth $25 rer barrel J 

In 1859 petroleum was discovered in Pennsyl- 
vania near Pittsburg, while a salt well was be- 
ing drilled, and in that year 82,000 barrels were 
obtained. The new industry thrived and grew 
apace, over 2,000,000 gallons being produced in 
1661. In 1862 the first sample of refined petro- 
leum oil that ever crossed the Atlantic was 
sent across the ocean by Mr. F. 8. Pease of this 
city for exhibition at the international expo- 
sition in London, and Mr. Pease still has in his 
possession the gold medal awarded him for his 
exhibit. The English had never before seen 
this oil, and to make certain that no trick was 
being played upon them by a shrewd Yankee, 
the judges, before awarding the medal to Mr. 
Pease, submitted a sample of the strange pro- 
duct to Sheridan Muspratt, the leading chem- 
istof that day, and they marveled greatly 
when thelearned man reported that the new 
American oil did not give off inflammable va- 
pors at a temperature below 110° F., and that 
the vapors evolved at a higher heat were not 
sufficient to produce an explosive mixture, 
Thaf the first introduction of the American 
oil into the mother coumtry soon ripened into 
an intimate acquaintance is proven by the 
fact that the value of the petroleum exported 
from the United States in 1878 reached the 
enormous figure of $48,000, 00, and has steadily 
increased ever since.

It is a peculiar fact that out of the long list 
of men who put their capital into oil wells in 
that day, scarcely half a dozen have contin- 
ued in the business up to the present time. 
Plenty of fine wells were struck, but in almost 
every instance the oil either went to waste 
for the want of proper storage and transpor- 
tation facilities, or was not obtained uutil the 
great number of rival wells had brought 
down the prices to a point below the bonanza 
figures which made a well in the wilderness a 
liquid gold mine. 

The capital stock was not paid in as cash in 
every instance, the leases of oil lands being 
made a part in a great many cases. This was 
so in the great million-dollar corporation 
which heads fhe above list, and but little 
ready cash was invested. A review of the en- 
tire history of the oil excitement of 1865 dis- 
closes that while many of the speculators at 
times believed th lves prospective mil- 
lionaires, no great fortunes were retained by 
the investors of that day, and the aggregate 
of the money taken away from the city was 
far greater than the aggregate of the fortunes 
brought back.

The combination entry shall 
give the number of each preliminary entry 
embraced therein; the name of the party 
making the game, and the name of the party 
or firm to’ whom the drawback thereon is 
payable; the name of the exporting vessel, 
with the date of clearance; description of the 
articles exported, with the marks and number 
of packages; quantity of articles; name of 
manufacturer and place where manufactured, 
and all the facts of weight, gauge or measure- 
ment required for liquidation of the said 
entry. The materials used in the manufac- 
ture of the articles described in such combina- 
tion entry shall be identified as required in 
article 967 of the General Regulations of 1884, 
and the oath of exportation, which shall bea 
partof such entry, shall be in form asin 
“Form E,” Department circular of June 8, 
1885. All preliminary entries intended for 
oumbination,in which the exporting vessel 
ehull have cleared for the space of thirty 
days, must be embraced in a combination 
entry to be filed within twenty days after the 
expiration of said thirty days. Within this 
limitation of time, claimants of drawback 
under preliminary entries intended for com- 
bination, may file combination entries there- 
for at their option, provided that the export- 
ing vessel shall have cleared at the time of 
filing the combination entry. These regula- 
tions shall not affect existing regulations rela- 
tive toexportations of bags, cotton baling 
and salted mats. er

Boston Notes. 


[Special correspondence Ojl, Paint and Drug 
Drug Reporter.] 
Boston, March 16, 1889. 

The advent, or rather the near approach of 
spring has a tendency to create more activity 
among the jobbing houses than has been 
known for some time past. While, perhaps, 
there is noactual boom to business, yet there 
ig business enough to keep the paint, oil and 
varnish trade in a good bealthy condition. 

Said one of the largest Boston jobbers to me 
on Thursday: ‘* We are very busy indeed and 
have had to work almost night and day for 
nearly a week past. Weare not only havinga 
good regular trade, but sOme spring orders are 
beginning to come in.” 

I was speaking with a representative travel- 
ing man who drums the trade in Lewiston and 
Auburn, Portland, Gardiner, Bath, Augusta, 
Bangor and other Maine cities and towns, one 
day this week. Said he: “ As I go through 
Eastern portions of New England I find that 
we have a good deal toexpect from that quar- 
ter the coming summer. It is wonderful what 
a demand there is for goods downthere. In 
fact, when the season is a little farther ad- 
vanced we expect to get more’ and larger 
orders from them than we ever did before. 
Everywhere down there new industries are 
springing up, carriage factories and agricul- 
tural works are being built, all of which prom- 
ise to materially increase the demand for 
paints and oils. Then, too, there is going to be 
a good deal of building there this spring and 
summer, not only inthe country towns and

Probebly there will not be another meeting of 
the creditors, as Lawyer B. L. M, Tomer, one 
of the assignees, is decidedly opposed to call- 
ing another meeting, and will do all in his 
power to prevent it. In fact, there seems to be 
no reason for holding another meeting, as the 
recommendation of the committee which ac- 
companies their report will probably be ac- 
cepted by the creditors, unless, in the mean- 
time, new complications arise. Mr, E. O. 
Holmes, the chairman of the committee of 
creditors tells me that the more the affairs of 
the Woods are investigated the greater do the 
complications become. Never did he see such 
a complicated state of affairs, and the quicker 
they bring matters to an end, the better it will 
be for the creditors. 

_Even after a proof of the printed report was 
received, it was discovered that an accruing 
interest on an indorsement of $50,000 for six 
years had not been reckoned in; and which 
caused the liabilities of Henry Wood's Son &

I give below the report of the committtee of 
creditors appointed toinvestigate, and report 
upon the affairs of the Woods. Their report 
was repeatedly refused by chairman E. 0, 
Holmes to all the Boston daily papers to-day; 
asthe creditors will not receive it until Mon- 
day or Tuesday. The treachery of some of 
the Boston daily paper representatives, and 
the fear that the report might get into Boston 
or New York daily papers before the creditors 
received it, had made the committee very 
cautious. The dailies will probably not be 
able to print it before the next issue of the 
REPORTER, and my agreement is that the re- 
port shall be kept a secret until it appears in 
the REPORTER, no one else having acceas to it.

After the Presentation of an application for 
ee. by the appropriate committee, 
Dresident asked if other committees were 













Mr. Gorham B. Coffin, as chairman of the 
committee to whom had been confided the 
duty of organizing the credit bureau, report- 
ed that such organization had been success- 
fully accomplished, and that the bureau was 
in a condition to carry out the objects for 
which it had been organized. He added that 
the committee, having fulfilled the mission 
for which it had been created, would be glad 
to be discharged from further responsibility. 

On motion, the thanks of the club were ten- 
dered to the committee for the services so 
efficiently rendered, and the request for a dis- 
charge was granted. 

The president announced that the secretary 
had prepared a paper upon the subject “What 
has the club accomplished since its or- 
ganization ?” and called upon that gentleman 
to read the same, at the same time announcing 
that Messrs. George H. Vrooman and John 
Wadsworth had been invited to act as formal 
critics. 

The Secretary then read a succinct r of 


marks alluded to the value of membership in 
the New England Club, and also called atten- 
tion to the absence of any serious dissension 
among its members. 

In response to a request from the president, 
Mr, Vrooman addressed the club in discussion 
of the paper read by the secretary, which he 
approved, and in which he found little to criti- 
cise. He differed somewhat from its conclu- 
sions as to prices, his own belief being that 
prices on most standard grades of goods are 
steady at an advance. Proceeding to the dis- 
cussion of other (kindred) topics, he regretted 
that members were not more regular in their 
attendance. While this fact might, on its face, 
indicate a lack of interest, he thought that 
such an inference would be apparent rather 
than real. The remedy, he believed, was to 
make the program more attractive. The 
suggestions of Mr. Wadsworth in this respect 
met with his approval. He was, however, em- 
phatic in declaration of his conviction that 





the effects already accomplished by the club, 
among which he enumerated steadier markets 
in turpentine and naphtha, the curtailment of 
the unwarranted expense resulting from the 
assumption of cartage charges by shippers. 
He mentioned, incidentally, the efforts put 
forth by the committee of the National Asso- 
ciation to secure better freight elassification, 
and alluded to the circular of Mr. C. F. Gates 
(the committee's chairman),with which readers 
of the REPORTER are already familiar. Inthe 
opinion of the writer, a firmer agreement as 
to price among manufacturers and grinders 
was desirabic. He congratulated the club on 
the successful organization of the Credit 
Bureau and hoped that the example might 
find followers elsewhere throughout the West. 
With regard to the adoption of a system of 
credits, much had been done, yet there was 
room left for improvement. The matter of 
rebates on white lead was one in which Chicago 
jobbers took much interest and as to which 
they hoped for an improvement. He referred 
to the papers read before the club which he 
characterized as of a high order. He hoped 
for the permanence and trusted that all 
members weuld work together for that. ; 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
paper, the president called upon Mr. John 
Wadsworth for an expression of his views 
upon the topics treated. 


Mr. Wadsworth, in replying to the request 
of the chair, stated that he had already done 
so ina public communication fully embodying 
his views. He believed that the club had ac- 
complished much and spoke hopefully as to 
its prospects for the future. He would be 
glad, however, to have the secretary read his 
letter. In compliance with Mr. Wadsworth's 
request, the secretary read the communica- 
tion, which closed as follows: 


“*My experience with the New England Club 
convinced me that the best time to act upon 
business questions was at special meetings 
called especially for that purpose and attend- 
ed by parties interested in the matter. It has 
been shown there, and also at St. Louis, that 
in no way cana merchant spend his time so 
profitably to himself as in attending these 
meetings. The merchants of New England 
are better off to the extent of a very large 
amount from their action at such meetings, 
and they would very strongly oppose their 
discontinuance. There are many questions 
on which ourclub could act at the present 
time, of which one of the most important is 
the white lead question. If the jobbers and 
larger dealers of Chicago would come together 
to agree to maintain the price and terms es- 
tablished by the corroders they could then go 
to the corroders with a bold front and ask for 
a larger rebate to large buyers, and I believe 
they would get it. A large amount of money 
is thrown away every year by the manufactu- 
rers and dealers in our line in Chicago by the 
foolish cutting of prices on certain articles 
without doing any good to any one, and I feel 
sure that if this waste was stopped fora year 
the result would be so manifestly good that 
none of us would be willing to go back to our 
present position. The Paint and Oil Club can 
be made a most important factor in our busi- 
ness. Shallitbedone? To doit we mustall 
put our shoulders to the wheel.” 


At the conclusion of the reading Mr. Wads- 
worth said that he fully indorsed its contents, 
and had little to add. He strongly favored 
monthly meetings of the Executive Commit- 
tee, and was of the opinion that the calling of 
special meetings to discuss matters peculiarly 
within the province of the trade would prove 
advantageous. In this connection he referred 
to the history and efforts of the New England 
Club, with which body he had been formerly 
connected. The trade at large had felt the 
benefits of that organization in the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a steady market on 
such staples as linseed oil, turpentine, naphtha, 
and others of equal prominence. Much, the 
speaker thought, might be accomplished in the 
same direction by the Chicago Club, through 
well-directed effort. 

Mr. A. O. Hall indorsed Mr. Wadsworth’s re- 
marksso faras they had reference to linseed 
oil. The price of that commodity was more 
uniformly steady in the New England market 
than in any other. The issuance of daily 
postals had a salutary influence, and he saw no 
reason why the same line of policy should not 
be adopted at other trade centers with regard 
to other staples, ° 





Mr, Wadsworth in a few supplementary re- 


ti of the executive committee should 
ee held at comparatively short intervals. He 
closed his remarks by hoping that the powers 
of the executive committee might be ampli- 
fied. 

General discussion of the topics outlined 
being in order, the president called on Mr. 
Coffin. 

Mr. Coffin was glad to see the discussion drift 
into this channel. He thoroughly approved 
the remarks of Mr. Wadsworth; at the same 
time he deprecated the shifting of the re- 
sponsibility for programme from the shoulders 
of the executive committee to those of the 
entertainment committee. In his judgment, 
itdid not fall within the province of the 
former to invite speakers. That duty, he be- 
lieved, devolved upon the latter—a body which, 
by the way, was altogether too modest 
in avoiding responsibility, The club, he said, 
in speaking to the general issue, had not 
been organized to control or influence prices; 
at the same time it was entirely within the 
scope of the powers conferred upon the Exec- 
utive Committee to call attention to the ex- 
istence of glaring abuses. It was, however, 
undoubted that the organization of the club 
had resulted in the formation of new acquaint- 
anceships and the cementing of a more kindly 
feeling all around. 

Mr. F, E. Petit called for a reading of the by- 
laws, which would show the rights and duties 
of the Executive Committee. 

The secretary, at the suggestion of the pres- 
ident, read the same. 

The president called attention to the number 
of absentees. 

Mr. Coffin thought that an earlier hour of 
meeting might be desirable. It might correct 
the disposition of members to withdraw before 
the conclusion of the meeting. 

Mr. House favored Saturday meetings. 

Mr. Cox of the Rubber Paint Co., addressed 
the club on the subject of guaranty and ex- 
change of mixed paints. The adoption of an 
unusual plan was always fraught with difficul- 
ties. The difference in brands of mixed paints 
would render the scheme disadvantageous to 
dealers, even were their assent secured, owing 
to the variety of brands upon the market. For 
buyers, the exchange system must prove un- 
profitable, inasmuch as no satisfactory guar- 
antee could possibly be given. The idea, he said, 
did not originate in Chicago. That any one 
firm should give a sweeping guarantee was an 
impossibility. 

Mr. Wadsworth raised the question whether 
the qualifications for membership might not 
be enlarged so as to include large retailers ? 

Mr. Cox asked where could the line be drawn 
and Mr. House seconded the query. 

Mr. Coffin, while of opinion that this project 
might be best covered by the extension of in- 
vitations, suggested that the matter was one 
which should properly be referred to the 
Executive Committee, who might put their 
shoulders to the wheel. 

Mr. Rosenthal thought that the club had 
accomplished all that could be reasonably ex- 
pected of a young organization and made 
some remarks in the line followed by pre- 
ceding speakers. 

Some discussion followed as to the change 
of the day of moeting, which was participated 
in by several members, but the whole matter 
remained unsettled. 

There being no other business before the 
club, the president declared the meeting ad- 
journed. x.

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Petroleum as Fuel. 


The recent convention of electric light peo- 
ple in Chicago was chiefly of importance to 
the Oil Country because of the interest that 
was taken in the subject of petroleum as fuel. 
Men in the electric light business have found 
that dividends could be more easily declared 
if the cost of fuel was not so great. How to 
reduce this cost has been a serious problem, 
and many of them have sought to solve it by 
introducing oil as fuel. The convention in 
Chicago was largely attended. A portion of 
one day was taken up asa sort of “experience 
meeting” regarding fuel oil. Three very in- 
teresting papers were read on the question 
andap animated discussion followed. The 
papers read were by 8.8. Leonard, of Minne- 
apolis; M. J. Franciscc and C. N. Ranson, of 
Chicago. These gentlemen are large con- 
sumers of oil as fuel, and the result of their 








experiments are presented in their respective 









papers on the subject. A Summary of their — 
observations may be given. Mr. Leonard says: © 

“We have been using oil for about 18 mouths ~ 
and for the last six months exclusively under © 
our seven boilers; these boilers are fourteen ~ 
feet by 60 inches, with 44 4-inch flues. During © 
the first part of the night these boilers are all’ 
in use furnishing steam to four Reynolds-Cor- © 
liss condensing engines, from which we are * 
using about 1,100 horse power. The steam ~ 
pressure is easily maintained at any desired % 
point, usually with us at 100 pounds. Ourar- — 
rangement for handling and storage of this — 
oil I describeed in my former paper, and T © 
only wish to add that so far it has worked ad- © 
mirably. ‘g 





































































































































In speaking of the economy from the lat 
side, I made the statement that one man a 
could attend to from seven to ten 150-horse- ~ 
power boilers.

These papers were followed by a gen 
discussion of the subject hy the convehtion, 
anc the objections that were offered inst 
oilas fuel were promptly met and ans ed 
by men who had used it and were satisiiedo 
its advantages over coal. The oil fuel quem 
tion is taking a strong hold on the manufac 
turing interests of the country, and from thi

This powerful and useful drug has again 
come to thefrontin consequence of the re- 
cent paper by Mr. Peter W. Squire on the 
proper time for collecting the root. This has 
also helped te raise the question of cultivat- 
ing the root in England, says the Chemist and 
Druggist,in such quantity as will meet the 
demands of British medicine and pharmacy. 
Since aconite was introduced into medicine, 
towards the end of last century—we notice, 
by the way, that it first appeared in the 
Pharmacopgsia of St. Bartholomew's Hos- 
pital in 1788, or sixteen years after Storck 
made it a medicine of repute—we seem to

care for the genuineness and cultivation of 
our native simples, In the early days of the 
eighteenth century the College of Physicians 
had its botanic gardens in Warwick Lane, 
where the old Physicians’ Hall was, and close 
by. in Monkwell street, the Barber-Surgeons 
bad also their hall and their plote of medici- 
nal plants; but both gardens have disappeared 
with the march of the nineteenth century, 
and no attempt has been made to replace 
them. The old Apothecartes’ gardens at Chel- 
sea still exist, and contain many interesting 
specimens, but it may safely be said that the 
original intention in all three cases—viz., to 
show physicians the characteristics of living 
medicinal plants, and to provide, when neces- 
sary, supplies of drugs which could not other- 
wise be obtained in a state of activity and 
purity—has sunk to an irreducible minimum. 
It is regrettable, in some respects, that bot- 
any has lost favor, for in those days when 
botany was better thought of, greater atten- 
tion was paid to the cultivation of medicinal 
plante, 
For some years our supplies of aconite root 
have been far from satisfactory. Five years 
ago, for example, Japanese aconite was almost 
exclusively used, and the official root was only 
obtainable after persistent inquiry and con- 
siderable delay. Even then the German drug 
was of poor quality, the supply consisting of 
old and shrivelled root, possessing but little 
potency and quite unsuited for medicinal 
purposes. It is unnecersary to speak in detail 
regarding the origin of that root. Mr. Holmes 
atthe conference meeting in Bath, and Mr. 
Squire at Bloomsbury Square three weeks 
ago, showed that the conditions of collection 
are such that it would be surprising to get 
specimens to meet the proper requirements of 
medicine. 
Both of the investigators named have placed 
On record experience gained in experimental 
cultivation, which would make it easy forex- 
perienced cultivators to begin the rearing of 
aconite, and to make the collection of the root 
a&profitable undertaking. It is universally 
known that the plant grows only too readily, 
and isso indifferent to the character of the
